No  Danger  of  Starvation   to   Be   Apprehended, 
Though  Economy  Is  Necessary— Stocks  of 
Wheat  Increased — Figures  of  Ship- 
ping Losses  Are  Quoted

The  German  clalma  as  to  the  Brittah 
•hipplnr  loaaea,  the  Premier  aaid,  were 
exarserated  in  the  hope  of  cheering  up 
the  peoplea  of  the  <l!entral  Powera.  Al- 
though the  submarine  loaaea  In  April 
had  been  S*0,000  tone,  they  had  4e- 
creaaed  until  the  average  for  July  and 
Auguat  would  be  IT'fi.OOO  tona  net  each. 
ShipbulIdlnK  had  been  niMteded  up,  vea- 
ff«la  bad  been  purchaaed  abroad  and  the 
total '  tonnage  acquired  In  1917  would 
reaoh  nearly  two  jMtlllon  tona.  The 
Premier  aftld  he  Kcileved  the  lenaea 
would  grow  amaller,  and  that  Che  Ad« 
miralty  had  met  wUti  aucceae  in  Hjrkt- 
Ing  the  submarine  menace,  while  mesa- 
urea  taken  by  the  Bhlpplng  Controller 
had  permitted  veasela  to  carry  increaa- 
ed tonnage.

The  more  the 
country  economised  the  less  It  would 
havo  to  draw  upon  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  from  which  Italy  and 
France  alao  have  to  draw.  There  haa 
h««n  an  increase  In  the  reserve  of 
•ugar. 

The  Boceaaary  labor  for  the  harvest 
would    bo   forthcoming,    and    by    Spring 
there  will   be  t.OOO   tractora.     The  Pre- 
mier added:     "With  reasonable  economy 
\are  la  no  chance  of  starving  out  the 
^ple  of  these  Islands." 


The  Shipping  Controller  thus  far  had 
organized  ahipplag  by  meana  of  k>etter 
loading  and  hiring  of  ahlpa  more 
quickly,  and  by  taking  ahlpa  off  longer 
voyagea.

BELGIUM.  Aug.  It.— (By  the  Aaso- 
elated  Press) — Forces  of  the  En  tent* 
armies  at  daybreak  began  another 
drive  agalnat  the  troopa  of  Crown

Thsss  msagre  facts  rspresent  the 
total  news  at  this  hour  from  the  ^ene 
of  the  new  olfetislvc.  with  the  excep- 
tion that  the  FrenclTo^rtready  have 
counted   100  priaonera. 

Meanwhile  ths  Canadians  wars  hold- 
ing strongly  HHI  70  and  aU  ths  other 
poaiUons  which  they  wrsated  from  tlw. 
Germana  about  Lona  yeaterday.  after 
having  beaten  off  ten  furloua  counter- 
attacks. In  which  the  snomy  suffered 
heavy  casualties.

Act  Given  First  and  Second 
Reading  at  Last  Night's 
Session  of  House '—Consid- 
ered In  Committee

with  the  Introduction  to  the  Legis- 
lature last  evening  of  tho  British  Co- 
lumbia Prohibition  Act,  which  waa 
given  its  first  and  aecond  reading,  con- 
sidered in  the  committee  stage,  and 
will  be  reported  this  afternoon  and  put 
through  ita  remaining  stages,  prohibi- 
tion in  British  Columbia,  to  come  into 
effect  on    October    1.    is   a  certainty. 

The  new  bill,  similar  m  every  respect 
to    that    0*1    which    the    referendum    of 


laat  year  waa  held,  had  but  one  objec- 
tion urged  against  it,  one  by  Mr.  R.  H. 
Poolsy  ('E:aqulmalt),  who  declared  it  to 
be  unjuat  and  un-Britiah  to  enact  auch 
a  meaaure  without  providing  for  aome 
adequate  measure  of  compensation  to 
the  intereets  which  will  be  prejudicially 
affected  by  its  paaalng.  He  alao  pro- 
tested that  by  tho  bringing  of  the  act 
into  effect  on  October  I  too  abort  notice 
waa  being  given  to  the  liquor  Intereata. 
especially  thoas  now  holding  large 
atocka,  which  would  literally  have  to 
be  thrown  into  the  aewer  aa  it  would 
be  Impoasible  to  dispose  of  the  stocks 
.  y    the   date   named. 

BafMsadaaa  Oanrlsd 

Following  tho  passing  of  the  resolu- 
tion presented  at  the  afternoon  session 
of  the  House  by  Attorney-General  Far- 
ris  requesting  the  LIsutonant-Oovemor 
to  transmit  to  the  House  a  bill  declar- 
ing the  recent  referendum  on  the  pro- 
hibition question  to  have  been  carried, 
aa  ahown  by  tho  report  of  the  over*- 
aeas  commission  and  bringing  In  a  new 
bill  on  the  lines  of  the  old,  making  pro- 
hibition effective  on  October  1,  the  House 
at  its  evening  aeaaion  had  before  it  the 
meaaage  from  His  Honor  transmitting 
the  bill  requested. 

In  moving  the  aeoood  raadlng  of  the 
Mil  Premier  Brewster  outlined  the  steps 
taken  by* the  lata  Cr#v»rnment  to  Intro- 
duce h  prohibition  measure,  stating  he 
heartily  approved  of  the  principle  then 
adopted  of  submitting  the  question  to 
a  refetandvm.  The  result  of  the  vote 
showed  the  present  Legislature  had  a 
mandate  from  the' people  to  enforce  the 
bill  and  It  would  be  ill  advised  not  to 
do  so.  He  appreciated  the  existence  of 
a  feeling  by  some  that  greater  time 
should  be  given  before  the  bill  became 
effective.  It  had  been  urged  upon  the 
Government  that  the  bill  should  not 
come  into  force  until  January  1  or  Feb- 
ruary IS  next,  but  It  was  to  be  borne 
In  m'nd  that  had  the  ^<«te  been  prop- 
erly taken  in  the  firat  place  prohibition 
would  have  been  in  effect  on  July  1 
laat.  He  expressed  the  opinion  that 
very  many  of  those  who  were  strongly 
opposed  to  the  enactment  of  prohibition 
had  had  no  part  in  the  irregularities 
which  had  been  shown  to  have  taken 
place  In  the  taking  of  the  referendum 
vote.  He  realised  It  was  a  most  impor- 
tant measure,  that  conditions  are  chang- 
ing In  the  Province,  and  the  Legialature. 
by  passing  the  meaaure,  la  making  hisr 
tory.  New  conditions  are  being  forced 
upon  the  Province.  He  laid  stress  on 
the  fact  that  ths  bill  being  put  through 
the  House  waa  almllar  in  all  respecta 
to  that  on  which  the  people  had  voted.

Mr.  Pooley  declared  that  In  line  with 
his  attitude  when  the  old  bill  was  be- 
fore the  1016  session  he  would  refuse 
to  support  any  measure  that  did  not 
provide  for  aome  fair  meaaure  of  com- 
pensation. The  short  notice  given  to 
hotels,  breweries  and  other  concerns 
holding  stocks  of  liquor  was  most  un- 
(ttir.  Those  stocks  would  have  to  be 
got  rid  of,  and  while  the  act  would 
force  tho  ownera  to  throw  away  their 
property,  at  the  same  time  consumers 
could  Import  all  they  wanted.  To  that 
extent  the  bill  waa  most  illogical.  Un- 
doubtedly the  fair  way  would  be  to 
postpone  the  coming  Into  effect  of  the 
bin  till  January  1.

week  the  country  will  know  whether 
there  is  to  be  union  government  or  a 
fight  on  straight  party  lines  with  a  re- 
organised Cabinet. 

Sir  Robert  Borden  has  been  patient  to 
the  limit  of  endurance  In  his  efforts  to 
form  an  administration  rem'esentlng  all 
elements  whose  sole  object  is  the  win- 
ning of  the  war.  He  has  been  accused 
of  dilatorlness  and  hesitancy.  The  dU*- 
torineas.  however,  has  not  been  on  his 
part.  Us  waltsd  for  -tbre*  wsska  Cor 
Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  to  make  up  his 
mind;  he  waited  longer  for  the  official 
Western  Liberal  party  to  determine  ita 
courae,  and  the  War  Llberala,  or  ao- 
called  War  Liberals,  seem  to  have 
equal  difficulty  in  making  up  their 
minda. 

There  la  no  doubt  that  every  poaslble 
Influence  is  being  brought  to  bear  upon 
the  so-called  War  Llberala  by  Sir  Wil- 
frid Laurier  and  his  lieutenants  of  the 
calibre  of  E.  M.  Macdonald  to  prevent 
leading  War  Liberals  from  uniting 
with  Sir  Robert  Borden.  There  Is  good 
reason  to  believe  that,  some  of  the  War, 
Liberala,  like  some  of  the  Liberal  press, 
are  not  acting  In  good  faith,  and  there 
haa  been   double-dealing.

LONTK>N,  Aug.  1« — British  and  French 
troopa  attacking  un  a  nine-mile  front 
east  and  northeast  of  Tpres,  in  Flan- 
ders, today  gained  all  their,  objectives 
except   on    the   right   flank. 

The  French  drove  the  Germans  from 
between  the  Yser  canal  aml^the  Martj«»

they  had  taken  all  their  first  objectives 
In   the  centre  of   the  attacking   line. 

The  official  statement  from  British 
headquarters  in  Prance  tonight  adds 
that  the  Germans  fought  stubbornly  on 
Field-Marshal  Halg's  right  (or  the  poa- 
seaslon  of  the  high  groui^d  north  of  the 
Menln  road.  Suffering  heavy  .losses,  the 
Germans  Anally  preased  the  British  back 
(rom  the  terrain  they  had  gained  there 
early  In  the  day.

More  than  1,800  prisoners.  Including 
88  officers,  already  have  been  counted 
by  the  Anglo-f'Vench  (orces.  Some 
German  guns  also  were  taken.  The 
British  have  made  further  progress  east 
of  Loos  In  the  I^ns  area,  and  the  fStal 
of  prisoners  captured  there  now  has 
reached  89fl.     The  statement  reads: 

"The  Allied  attacks  delivered  early  In 
the  morning  on  a  front  of  nine  miles 
■north  of  the  Ypres-Menin  road  have 
been  continued  during  the  day  In  the 
face  of  strong  enemy  resistance. 

"On  the  left  the  French  troops,  ad- 
vancing on  both  sides  of  the  Zudschoote- 
Dlxmude  road,  drove  ths  enemy  from 
the  tongue  of  land  between  the  Tser 
Canal  and  the  Martje  Vaart.  and  cap- 
tured the  bridgehead  of  Drelgrachten.

"On  our  right  there  haa  been  fierce 
and  continuous  fighting  since  the  early 
morning  for  the  possession  of  the  high 
ground  north  of  the  Menln  road.

ST.  JOHN'S.  Nfld..  Au».  1«.— The 
Newfoundlmnd  L>caiBUture,  which  cloved 
Ita  roaular  aeaalon  on  Auffuat  8.  met 
aSain  In  extraordinary  aecaion  today  to 
reconaldea  a  bill  for  raivlns  War  rev- 
enue by  a  tax  on  buaineas  proflta. 

Thta  bill,  which  would  lnit>oao  a  tax' 
pt  W  per  cent  on  all  proflta  made  by 
buaineas  men  durinc  the  current  year, 
was  rejeeted  at  the  resular  aeasion  by 
the  lealelative  council,  or  upper  house, 
after  it  had  been  passed  by  the  lower 
body.  The  council  toolc  the  stand  that 
an  allowance  of  t  per  cent  for  capital 
invested  should  be  made. 

The  act  of  the  council  in  throwing 
out  the  measure  cauaod  criticism,  which 
has  developed  into  a  movement  to  have 
the  Oovernment  appeal  to  tb^  country 
bn  a  platform  for  the  a'ooUtion  of  the 
eouneil  if  It  persists  In  its  refusal  to 
entertain  tha  bill.  Indications  have 
been  that  the  upper  body  will  not  asain 
obstruct  passage  of  the  measure.

GESMANY  NEEDS 
mORY  ON  m 


Military  Expert  Tells  Leaders 

That  Success  in  Battle  Is 

Necessary  —  Ignores  War- 
fare by  Subnfiarines 


COPENHAOEN,  Auf.  li. — General 
von  Ardenne,  military  critic  of  The  Ber- 
liner Tageblatt,  warns  the  German  mili- 
tary leaders  that  tlyey  must  bestir 
themselves  to  And  sonrCe  strategic  or  tac- 
tical means  of  winning  a  decisive  vic- 
tory on  the  Western  front,  and  of  de- 
feating England,  the  soul  of  the  enemy 
coalition,  on  land.  Otherwise,  he  says, 
there  is  no  hope  of  bringing  the  war  to 
an  honorable  end  for  Germany. 

German  leadership.  General  von  Ar- 
denne maintains,  always  has  been  able 
to  direct  the  campaign  In  new  courses 
when  stagnation  threatened,  and  he 
adds  that  the  Germans  are  entitled  to 
believe  plans  will  be  found  to  force 
mighty  England,  through  battles  on 
land,  to  seek  peace.        ^ 

The  military  critic  intimates  that  this 
might  be  done  by  an  attempt  to  over- 
whelm the  French  army,  which  he  as- 
sumes is  weakened  and  discouraged,  be- 
fore the  arrival  of  American  assistance, 
which  he  says  would  leave  England 
Isolated.

VIENNA,  Aug.  16.— Foui«  tons  of 
bombs  were  dropped  by  Austrian  aero- 
planes on  Tuesday  morning  on  the  marl- 
time  arsenal  at  Venice,  causing  a  num- 
ber of  conflagrations,  according  to  an  of- 
ficial statement  issued  here. 

The  announcement  follows: 

"In  the  Italian  theatre  numerous  air 
encounters  occurred  over  the  Isonso 
territory.  Five  enemy  aviators  wor* 
brought  down. 

"As  a  reprisal  for  the  last  aerial  at- 
tack on  Pola  a  large  Inumber  of  our 
aeroplanes  attacked  the  maritime  arsen- 
al at .  Venice  ,«>«arly  Tuesday  morning. 
Notwithstanding  weather  conditions, 
strong  gunfire  and  the  enemy's  defend- 
ing aviators,  our  machrnes  met  with 
very  good  success.  We  observed  from 
a  low  altitude  good  hits  by  heavy  and 
light  bombs,  of  which  four  tons  were 
dropped.  Conflagrations  were  observed. 
Thre*  of  our  aircraft  are  missing.  An 
enemy  torpedo  unit  retreated  before  our 
flotilla  which  covered  the  aviators. 
Enemy  bombs  were  dropped  unsucceas- 
fully  on  this  flotilla  and  Parenso  (a 
asaport  of  Austria-Hungary  in  Istria.")

STOCKS  OF  FOOD 
IWE  SUMMED  UP 


Commissioner  O'Connor  Issues 
His  Monthly  Report  on 
Quantities  Held  In  Cold  Stor- 
age Establishments 


OTTAWA.  Aug,  IS,— "There  to  avl- 
denoe  of  accumulation  of  butter,  eggs, 
cheese  and  beef."  says  W.  P.  O'Connor, 
Coat  of  Uvlng  Commiasloner.  In  hto 
monthly  report.  The  quantity  of  but- 
ter now  in  storage  exceeda  by  40  per 
cent;  of  eggs  by  31  per  cent;  of  cheese 
by  29  per  cent,  and  of  beef  by  60  per 
cent,  that  reported  aa  held  on  Auguat  1. 
lfl«. 

The  reiwrt  conttnuea: 

"The  retuma  for  HIT  cover  a  faw 
mora  llnaa  than  thoae  of  ISlC,  but  thia 
fact  merely  detracts  from  the  proportion 
of  the  Increase  in  accumulation.  It  la 
stated  that  the  accumulation  la  to  ra- 
apond  to  ordera  for  export  trade.  The 
quantity  of  pork  held  la  normal  aa  com- 
pared with  Auguat  1,  ISIS.  There  to 
a  40  per  cent  decreaaa  In  holdlnga  of 
bacon  aa  compared  with  August,  IIK,' 

In  the  preface  to  his  statement  aa  to 
the  quantities  of  food  held  In  cold  stor- 
age on  August  1.  1S17,  Mr.  O'Connor 
saya  that  the  term  "cold  stofage"  is  not 
used  In  a  technical  fMnaa,  The  state- 
ment Inoludea  chilled  aa  well  aa  frozen 
meats,  flah  and  dairy  products. 

He  declares  the  quantities  on  hand  as 
at  the  first  of  the  month  to  be  as  fol- 
lows: Eggs.  13,001,761  dosen;  butter, 
12.350,124  pounds;  cheese,  lt.919,693 
pounds;  pork,  18.St7.S31  pounds;  bacon, 
6,062,9(3  pounds:  ham,  2,301.799  pounds; 
smoked  meats.  218,963  pounds;  beef,  6,- 
013,772  pounds;  mutton  and  Iamb,  64,101 
pounds;  pickled  beef,  1,896,913  pounds; 
pickled  pork.  19,069,633  pounds;  fowls, 
all  kinds,  3,468,864  poundsi  and  flab,  all 
kinds.   18.993.130  poundd, 


"The  returna  are  from  96  per  cent  of 
all  cold  atorage  companiea  in  Canada." 
aays  Mr.  O'Connor.  "To  estimate  the 
total  quantity  of  any  commodity  in  Can- 
ada about  10  per  cent  should  be  added 
to  represent  the  quantities  held  by  the 
Arms  whose  reports  have  been  delayed 
and  to  cover  gooda  In  transit  with  Can- 
ada. About  five  and  one-half  million 
pounda  of  .butter  are  held  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  Quebec  and  three  million  pounds 
in  Ontario.  Six  million  pounds  of  pork 
are  held  in  Manitoba  and  four  million 
pounds  in  Alberta.  About  *.h.-ee  million 
pounds  of  bacon  are  held  in  Quebec  and 
the  same  amount  In  Ontario.  More  than 
half  of  all  the  ham  in  Canada  la  held 
in  Ontario.  Two  million  pounds  of  T>eef 
are  held  in  Ontario,  one  million  pounds 
in  Quebec.  One  and  a  half  million 
pounda  of  pickled  pork  are  held  in  Al- 
berta. 11.000,000  pounds  in  Ontario, 
1.000,000  in  Manitoba  and  l.SOO.OOO 
pounds  in  British  Columbia  and  the  Yu- 
kon. Of  the  total  of  8,000,000  pounda  of 
fowl  over  1,000,000  pounds  are  in  Mani- 
toba and  nearly  1.000,000  pounds  In  Al- 
berta. Ontario  and  Quebec  hold  about 
400.000  pounds  each.  Of  flsh,  Quebec 
Province  holds  3,000,000  pounds,  British 
Columbia  and  the  Yukon  9.000,000 
pounds.  Alberta  1,000.000  pounds,  and 
the  Maritime  Provinces  over  1,000.000 
pounda. 


SPEAKSffVIl 
TO  GRAND  FLEET 


Times',  Military  Expert  Believes 
-  It  Well  Prepared  for  Enemy 

— Patrolling  Squadrons  Are 

Inadequate 


LONDON,  Aug.  16. — Col.  Replngton. 
the  military  expert,  has  been  paying  a 
visit  to  the  fleet  to  "find  out  whether 
the  naval  strategy  adopted  had  the  ap- 
proval of  our  best  Aghting  seamen." 

Extracts  from  his  conclusions  follow: 
"My  opinion  is  that  the  efllciency  of  the 
Qrand  Fleet  is  100  per  cent  higher  than 
at  the  time  of  the  declaration '  of  war 
and  60  per  cent  higher  than  wheA  the 
Battle  of  Jutland  was  fought.  When- 
ever I  write  of  the  Orand  Fleet,  it  is 
not  of  the  squadrons  of  patrols,  notlllas 
of  mine  sweepers  and  other  special 
craft  which  carry  on  the  minor  opera- 
tions of  the  war.  We  all  know  to  our 
coat  that  the  ships  necessary  to  waging 
nucceaafully  the  minor  forms  of  war 
were,  and  arc  still,  most  inadequate  to 
our  purpose.  Great  has  been  the  task 
of  those  who,  with  inadequate  means, 
have  endeavored  to  carry  out  this  mia- 
sion.  and  heavy  is  the  reHponsibiiily  of 
those  whose  want  of  foresight  and  con- 
genital inaibility  left  unfound  an  anti- 
dote for  the  bane  that  hampered  us. 
With  our  immense  resources.  Joined  to 
those  of  our  Allies,  we  shall  In  tlma 
wear  the  ehemy  down,  even  under  tha 
sea. 

"Meanwhile,  the  expectation  that 
want  of  food  and  raw  matertol  will 
compel  us  to  treat  for  peace  is  shown 
by  experience  to  be  completely  falla- 
cious. But  no  needless  risks  must  be 
run  tt-lth  the  Orand  Fleet.  Although 
the  Allies  are  Immensely  superior  to 
the  Crntral  Powers  in  aggregate  naval 
strength,  tha  numt>er  of  British  battle- 
ship units  are  not  so  superior  to  tha 
Oerman  number  that  we  can  afford  to 
Indulge  in  any  spectacular  follies. 

"I  never  had  any  doubt  that  on  gen- 
eral lines  our  naval  strategy  ia  correct. 
1  fortlAed  thia  belief  by  my  visit  to  the 
neet.  The  Oerman  High  8eaa  Fleet 
since  the  Jutland  flght  has  not  found 
oondiilonn  favorable  for  an  engagement, 
but  certainly  tha  enemy  may  yet  flght. 
and  our  fleet  la  commanded  in  axpacta- 
tlon  that  he  will  do  so.  No  other  ex- 
pectation Is  it  legitimate  to  entertain. 
The  anamy.  If  he  comes,  will  coma  with 
hia  whole  fore*,  sitbmarlnaa  Included, 
•ad  aoma  unlta  of  onra  at  anoh  a  mo- 
ment will  (»e  normally  uadar  rnpnlr. 
Tharafara.  tha  Orand  Pleat  kna  baaa 
ready  to  tackle  him  in  au«h  atrength  aa 
to  make  humanly  aura  that  It  will  ba 
tha  victor  under  the  eoadltlbna  npael- 
flttd.  and  will  further  t>e  ready  to  ataam 
out  and  flght  at  any  moment,  on  any 
day  or  night  the  enemy  may  aalact. 
Thta  la  an  advantage  of  wliloh  tha 
enamy  oanne>t  at  praaant  ba  daprlvad. 
b«t  It  la  nothing  n«w  la  oar  aaval 
aanals."

PARTY  IS  SUIT 


Victory  of  Liberal  Machine  at 
Winnipeg  Means  Demoral- 
ization for  Liberalism  in 
British  Columbia 


WINNIPEG,  Aug.  16.  ~  The  Free 
Preas  devotee  a  four-column  editortol  to 
tha  operations  of  the  resolutions  com- 
mittee at  the  recent  Liberal  convention. 
The  reactionary  element  on  tha  com- 
mittee, it  Bays,  waa  from  British  Co- 
lumbto  and  Alberta.  The  editorial  la, 
in  part,  aa  follows: 

"There  waa  a  strong  minority  which 
waa  aound  on  the  three  great  laauea 
before  the  convention — war,  union  gov- 
ernment and  leadership.  They  fought 
the  machine  majority  through  two  all- 
night  aeasions.  and  though  they  were 
flot  successful  in  Imposing  their  views 
upon  the  committee,  they  spoiled  many 
of  the  plans  of  the  Tammany  Junta 
from  EMmonton  and  Vancouver.  The 
resolution  of  condemnation  of  the  Bor- 
den Government  Introduced  by  Charlea 
W.  Cross  was  thrown  out  without  com- 
punction  by   the   resolutions   committee. 

"The  Laurler  resolution  in  Its  original 
form  was  introduced  by  Fred  C.  Wade, 
of  Vancouver.  Mr.  Wade  is,  In  every- 
thing lie  advocates,  a  'whole-hogger.' 
There  are  never  any  quallflcatlons  to 
hie  attitude.  He  waa  Just  as  whole- 
hearted, therefore,  in  his  laudation  be- 
fore the  Li/beral  convention  of  81r  Wil- 
frid Laurier's  attitude  in  opposition  to 
military  service  as  he  was  In  his  advo- 
cacy a  short  time  ago  of  conscription 
when  he  believed  that  this  was  a  good 
vote-getter  in   British  Columbia. 

"His  resolution  was  one  of  unbounded 
confidence  in  )3ir  Wilfrid.  It  pledged 
the  absolute  submission  to  him  of  West- 
ern Liberalism.  Mr.  Wade  and  an  en- 
thusiastic lieutenant  from  Vancouver 
took  up  IBreerTiounrof  The  time  of  tlio^ 
committee  with  set  speeches  reviewing 
Laurier's  career  and  lauding  his  great 
public  services,  basing  upon  these  facts, 
which  were  not  In  dispute,  an  appeal 
that  blind  trust  should  be  reposed  in 
him  at  thia  crisla.  « 

"The  Laurler  resolution  moved  by 
Wade  waa  reaisted  with  such  vigor  that 
it  waa  abandoned.  During  the  discus- 
sion, the  danger  of  the  situation  became 
so  apparent  that  a  motion  that  no  de- 
claration whatever  be  made  as  to  leader- 
ahip  was  defeated  <by  a  bare  majority. 
The  Alberta  and  Vancouver  delegations 
pleaded  desperately  for  some  kind  of  a 
Laurler  resolution,  however  vague  in 
its  terms.  The  ringleader  of  the  Al- 
berta gang  waa  heard  to  say,  almost 
tearfully,  that  in  view  of  the  promises 
he  had  made  and  the  engagements  he 
had  entered  into,  he  must  be  given  some 
form  of  words  by  which  be  could  save 
hla  face.  The  result  was  that  concoc- 
tion of  meaningless  but  high-sounding 
words  that  waa  Anally  automltted  to  the 
convention, 

"The  Alberta  and  Vancouver  machin- 
ists, disappointed  In  the  resolution  it- 
self, covered  their  retreat  by  staging  a 
noisy  demonstration  when  it  was  pre- 
sented to  the  convention  in  order  to 
leave  upon  the  public  mind  the  impres- 
sion that  the  'spirit'  of  the  convention 
waa  pro-Laurlor. 

"The  Alberta  delegation  had  been 
hand-picked  by  the  machine,  but  even 
among  it  there  waa  an  element  of  in- 
dependence. In  British  Columbia  the 
machine  did  not  even  take  the  trouble 
to  pick  delegates;  it  Just  moved  down 
bodily  to  the  convention  hall  to  mis- 
represent Vrltish  Columbia  and  damn 
Liberalism  in  the  Paoiflc  Province  for  a 
generation  to  come. 

"The  British  Colum-bia  delegation  was 
almoat  entirely  from  Vancouver:  its 
leader  waa  YxtA  C.  Wade,  not  Premier 
Brewster,  who  occupied  a  position  of 
almost  pathetic  loneliness.  If  Premier 
Brewster  had  been  in  charge  of  a  real 
delegation  of  British  Columbia  Llberala 
there  would  have  been  a  different  out- 
come to  the  convention. 

"The  split  in  the  convention  which  tha 
party  managers  tried  to  conceal  to  re- 
vealed to  the  world.  The  Liberal  party 
In  the  West  is  divided.  The  convention 
membership,  we  should  say,  was  about 
sixty  per  cent  pro-Laurler,  though  many 
of  the  delegates  who  held  these  views 
did  not  understand  the  situation,  but 
the  feeling  among  the  Liberal  electors 
of  Western  Canada  today  is  sixty  per 
cent  the  other  way.  It  will  be  ninety 
per  cent  within  a  month.  By  Liberal 
electors,  we  mean  electors  of  Canadian, 
British  and  American  stock.  No  doubt 
there  are  'Liberal  eleetors'  In  Western 
Canada  whose  dfvotlon  to  Sir  Wilfrid 
Lautter  will  Increase  as  the  develop- 
menrl^«f  the  campaign  make  It  clearer 
and  clearer  that  the  forces  behind  him, 
which  control  him.  Are  determined  that 
Canada's  further  military  contribution 
to  the  war  shall  he  negiible."

Storming  of  Hill  70  by  Cana- 
dians Stirs  German  Generals 
More  Than  Any  Previous 
Loss — Ten  Counter  Attacks 


CANADIAN  ARMY  HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN  FRANCE.  Aug.  1«.— (By  the 
CanadUn  Overseas  Correspondent). — 
The  Uklng  of  Hill  70  has  stirred  the 
German  higher  eomrriand  as  nothing 
else  haa  done  on  this  front  thto  year. 
Prince  Rupprecht  haa  made  frantic  ef- 
forta  to  recapture  the  lost  positlona. 
and  a  grim  battle  waa  waged  through- 
out the  day,  particularly  on  and  around 
Hill  70.  Ten  times  the  Germans  came 
on.  but  they  aeldom  got  close  enough 
for  flghting  with  the  bayonet  or  bomb. 
Hour  after  hour  these  attacking 
troops,  including  the  4th  Prusston 
Guards,  one  of  the  elite  divisions  of 
the  German  army,  were  aubjected  to  a 
frightful  concentrated  Are  from  our 
artillery  and  machine  guns.  Their 
losses  were  frightful. 

A  veteran  machine  gun  officer  tells 
of  having  had  as  his  target  for  an  hour 
and  a  quarter  enemy  reinforcements 
coming  up  in  columns  of  four  for  use 
in  counter-attacks.  He  said  his  men 
killed  more  Germans  yesterday  than 
they  had  seen  together  at  any  pre- 
vious time.  A  prisoner  said  that  the 
ground  over  which  his  battalion  had 
advanced  was  thickly  strewn  with 
dead. 

IMTlaloa   Wiped   Ont 

The  7th  Prussian  Division,  which 
was  irt  line  when  we  attacked,  no  lon- 
ger exists.  The  enemy's  losses  during 
the  several  days  prior  to  the  assault 
were  very  serious.  Our  guns  so  stead- 
ily swept  their  positions  that  ration 
parties  refused  to  go  up  and  the  men 
In^he  tren«he«  remained  unfed. 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  is  now 
considerably   over   400. 

The  counter-attacks  ceased  shortly 
after  dark  last  night  and  our  men  alept 
on  the  groimd  they  had  won  and  main- 
tained during  18  hours  of  conatant 
struggle  against  the  best  troops  of 
Germany.  Our  losses  can  still  be  spoken 
of  as  moderate,  though  the  driving  off 
of  counter-attacks  is  often  more  cost- 
ly than  the  original  action. 

As  an  lIluRttation  of  the  confused 
nature  of  the  struggle  along  this  part 
of  the  battlefront  I  may  refer  to  the 
experience  of  a  lieut.-colonel  of  an  On- 
tario battalion.  Tie  and  an  orderly  were 
alone  In  a  section  of  trench  used  as 
battalion  headquarters  near  the  firing 
line  during  one  of  the  counter-attacks. 
A  watchful  observer  had  seen  a  strong 
party  of  Germans  iMlng  a  communica- 
tion trench  on  the  Tiank  making  their 
way  to  the  rear  of  his  battalion.  He 
was  warned  that  enemy  troops  were 
between  him  and  his  nttpporting  bat- 
talion. The  colonel  was  calm.  He  was 
also  quick.  Two  hours  afterwards  he 
told  how  he  had  to  run  for  his  life  and  ■ 
sent  a  messenger  to  his  supporting  bat- 
talion, which  attacked  the  adventurous 
enemy   troops  and  wiped  them  out.

m  WOULD  WIN 


Confidence  in  Ability  to  Storm 
HTII  70  Fully  Justified  by 
Event  —  Many  of  Enemy 
Run  Away 


LONDON.  Aug.  1«.— Boon  after  dawn 
Canadian  troops  had  stormed  the  whole 
of  Hill  70.  famous  for  one  of  the  tough- 
est struggles  ever  fought  by  the  Prus- 
sian Guards,  says  the  correspondent  of 
The  London  Daily  Mall  at  the  front  in 
France.  Few  battles  have  been  launch- 
ed against  a  more  difficult  position.  The 
front  covered  by  the  attack  is  leaa 
than  two  and  a  half  milea  long  to  a 
depth  of  1.400  yards.  The  victory  is 
complete  and  is  acknowledged  to  be 
more  telling  than  any  present  or  pros- 
pective gain  of  ground. 

The  CanadUns  knew  they  would  win. 
One  of  the  flrst  wounded  to  come  In 
insisted  that  he  had  enjoyed  "going 
over."  Another  soldier  had  walked 
three  miles  with  a  hole  in  his  shoulder 
as  big  as  a  cricket  ball.  Carrying 
himself  quite  gaily,  he  said  he  had  felt 
savage  against  the  Germans  when  go- 
ing over  the  top,  but  when  he  saw  a 
German  boy  of  seventeen  dying  in  a 
shell  hole  ho  wished  they  would  all 
surrender.  Most  of  the  enemy  on  his 
part  of  the  line  neither  fought  nor  sur- 
rendered, but  simply  fled  and  were 
sniped  or  ran  into  the  CanadUn  bar- 
rage. 

■eteatlfle  Wnrmf 

All  aay  that  the  barrage  was  most 
•cientlflc  and  made  for  the  speed  of 
the  advance.  Many  of  the  charglnky 
troops  ran  rather  than  walked,  and  the 
fastest  men  won  in  the  flrst  rush  when 
the  drum  flre  opened  and  the  flrst 
flights  of  burning  oil  from  the  Entente 
mortars  had  burned  away. 

One  captured  German  officer  said  he 
had  been  offlclally  warned  to  be  ready 
for  an  attack  at  4  a.m.,  and  was  hoping 
hto  precautions  were  not  neceesary 
when  many  of  the  men  In  his  trench 
disappeared  under  the  fury  of  the  Can- 
adian bombardment  forty  minutes 
later. 

Soldiers  from  the  battle  state  that 
an  enormous  |»roportlon  of  the  Ger- 
man dead  and  captured  were  mere 
boys,  mostly  PrussUns  of  tha  Uith 
Regiment. 

The  Germans  fought  patiently.  To- 
wards tha  north  of  the  attack  strong 
garrisons  holding  strong  fortreeaee 
atlll  are  keeping  up  an  obatlnate  re- 
siatance.  Further  aonth,  aapeelally 
ever  Hill  7ft.  knocked  out  of  ahape  by 
the  succaselve  bombardments,  the  Prue- 
stona  eith^  fled  or  surrendered  at  the 
flrst  attack.  This  terrible  hill  was 
taken   by   the  Canadians    In   one  stride.

The 
aubmarlne  peril,  while  a  dlaturblng  fac- 
tor, la  In  no  way  a  daolslva  ona  In  tha 
war,  and.  juat  as  In  the  eaaa  of  her  sep- 
pallna,  Oarmany  will  awaken  to  this 
knowledge  soma  day.

In  the  flrat  place  it  ahould  be 
aaoertalned  if  the  machlnea  in  uae  aro 
perfactly  conatructed:  in  fact,  if  they 
ara  of  the  same  excellent  type  as  those 
In  use  at  the  freat  Then  there  Is  tha 
quaation  of  the  quallfleations  of  tha  in- 
atrnotora  The  Oovernment  ahould 
maka  certain  that  these  are  expert  avia- 
tors, and,  we  think  that  an  ttr  aa  poa- 
Mible,  they  should  bo  composed  of  men 
whd  have  had  war  axperlanee.  It  should 
also  be  eatabllah«d  that  the  mechanioa 
uaed  on  the  grounda  are  thoroughly  pro- 
Uclfat.  used  to  handling  aeroplanea,  and 
with  a  perfect  knowledge  of  all  their 
parta 

tpm  coursa,  following  which  an  avia- 
tor's ^oertlflcate  is  given  to  a  cadet,  ia 
alt^fatber  too  short.  We  undcrsund 
tha*  thay  undergo  additional  training 
aftar  reaching  England,  but  in  tha 
madatlme  the  queation  arlaea  whether 
thef  are  sulBolently  proficient  to  be  per- 
mitted to  fly  alone  after  the  brief  course 
thay  undergo  at  Camp  Borden.  The 
recdfd  of  accidenta  would  auggeat  they 
ara' toot.  In  theaa  daya,  when  flying

eaalag  to  gflaf.  It  takes  at  leaft  aiz 
laaatba  to  make  a  soldier,  ao  that  It  ia 
p«^nent  to  aak  why  It  la  auppaaad  that 
aa  aviator  can  be  made  in  half  that 
time,  oonaiderlng  that  hta  kaowledga 
mast  too  aa  mn«h  greater  than  that  of  a 
man  ia  tha  raaka  Aoeideata  ara  caused 
la  soma  laataaeas  by  inaxparlancad 
fUara  going  up  with  inauOalaat  patral 
t»T  too  llttla  water.  Tha  Mama  for  this 
must  ba  shared  by  tha  aviatar.  the 
maehaalo  and  the  iaatraetar.  It  la,  pro- 
aujaahly,  tha  duty  of  Iha  latter  ta  aaa 
that  hia  »«9U  Is  fully  equipped  bafara 
atartlag  a«  a  atght.

Aa  we  have  pointed 
out     before,   if  an     anli-conacriptionlst 
aovemment  IS  returned  to  power,  it  ia 
tha  French-Canadian  vote  that  will  have 
aeoured/ita  elactton,  and  it  will  be  that 
influence    that    will    frame    ita    policiea. 
Thla  muat  be  kept  conatantly  in  view. 
Because  of  this,  and  becauaa  the  para- 
mount  duty   of   the   hour   Is    to  supply 
relnforoements    to  our  divisions   at   tha 
front,  we  have  advocated  that  conacrip- 
tlonists       throughout       tha       Dominion 
ahould   organise  and   rally   to   the  com- 
mon causa.

Sir, — Id  your  issue  of  Auguat  11th, 
Mr.  Buahby  la  rapartad  tb  hava  aatd 
that  tha  Maehina  Shopmen  had  triad  to 
arrange  with  tha  workman  for  a  ataple 
wage  acale  that  would  laat  until  the 
anginas  ware  buUt,  m»  that  thay  eould 
embarlc  upon  the  project  with  some  feel- 
ing of  security,  but  the  union  repre- 
aenUtlvea  made  demanda  tiiat  quite 
prevented  the  employera  from  coming 
to  the  terma  of  the  Munition  Board.  We 
are  aorry  that  Mr.  Buahby  or  hia  In- 
formant waa  not  at  the  maaUng  at  the 
Board  of  Trade  when  tlia  above  waa 
said  to  hava  taken  place,  for  if  they 
had,  auch  a  groaa  error  oould  not  hava 
been   made. 

For  no  demanda  were  made  by  the 
union  rapreoentatlvea  and  no  propeaala 
were  made  by  the  employera.  The  only 
auggeation  aubmltted  waa  one  "that  the 
contract  ahould .  t>e  laid  on  the  table" 
(which  they  did  not  do)  ao  that  aome 
idea  might  be  formed  aa  to  what  waa 
required  of  labor  to  enable  the  evf- 
ployera  to  accept  contracta. 

Aa  tha  Victoria  employers  could  not 
consent  to  the  proposal  without  con- 
sulting their  colleagues  on  the  main- 
land, the  meeting  cloaed  at  that  stage, 
and  aa  the  amployera  postponed  the 
meeting  that  waa  to  have  been  held  on 
the  Saturday  following.  It  ia  atlll  at 
the  atago  the  employera  atopped  It. 

Further,  when  requeated  to  do  ao  by 
Mr.  Yarrow,  A.  S.  Wella,  prealdent  of 
the  Victoria  Tradea  CoifScll.  notified  ail 
local  unlona  affected  that  the  employera 
wiahed  to  meet  the  repreaentatlvea  of 
the  men.  Thla  action  reaulted  In  a 
large  attendance  of  labor  men  at  the 
(meeting  above  mentioned. 

Under  theae  conditions,  Mr.  Editor, 
Mr.  Buahby'a  atatement,  to  aay  the 
least,  la  not  according  to  the  facta,  and 
the  men  affected  are  waiting  the  call  of 
the  employers  for  the  deferred  meeting, 
but  let  It  be  perfectly  understood  that 
no  demanda  were  made  at  the  meeting 
trrthe  Board  oT^ Trade  roo!

With  a  membership  l>e> 
fore  the  war  of  nearly  t(0  our  roll  call 
now  shows  less  than  a  soore.  therefore 
our  voice  cannot  ba  very  loud,  and  our 
funds  are  not  very  large,  and  as  trus- 
tees for  those  who  are  abfbnt  we  are 
not  Justified  In  using  the  few  remaining 
dollars  belonging  to  the  aaaoeiatlon  to 
secure  a  hall  in  which  to  hold  a  meet- 
ing. 

I  feel  sure  If  a  meating  place  was 
provided  toy  any  kind  friend  the  British 
Campaigners  who  are  left  will  do  all  in 
their  power  to  make  such  a  meeting  a 
auccess.

H e  TiaV '^ee n  In  action  e^eF  alnce  the 
advance  along  the  Somme  began,  and 
served  at  the  engagements  of  Fricourt, 
Mametz.  Contalmalaon.  Bommecourt,  Lea 
Boeufa,  Gueudecourt  and  Le  Tranaloy, 
where  he  waa  wounded.  He  alao  went 
through  the  fighting  of  this  Spring  and 
the  odenalve  movement  at  Vlmy  Ridge. 

During  the  time  he  haa  been  on  the 
firing  line  he  has  _  time  and  again  had 
marveloua  eacapea  from  aerlous  injury. 
He  waa  made  aecond  In  command  of  his 
company  laat  Auguat;  and  shortly  after 
his  appointment  was  wounded  for  the 
first  time,  rejoining  his  unit  after  a 
fortnight  spent  In  hospital.  In  Sep- 
tember he  was  appointed  to  the  re- 
sponsible post  of  battalion  bombing  In- 
atructor. 

Lieut.  Watt,  who  has  many  friends 
here,  was  educated  at  University 
School,  Mount  Tolmle.  He  Is  a  son  of 
the  late  Dr.  Watt  and  Mrs.  Watt,  hta 
mother  being  now  In  Kngland.

JOURNALIST  WOUNDED 


Lieut.  H.  M.  Blake,  formerly  of  The 
World  staff,  and  well  knoiwn  In  Provin- 
cial newspaper  circles,  who  has  been 
serving  his  country  with  the  Imperials, 
posted  to  the  iRoyal  Dublin  Fusiliers, 
writes  to  his  former  colleagues  giving 
'tetails  of  how  he  was  wounded  on  July 
12.  At  the  time  of  writing,  July  22. 
he  was  In  a  hospital  In  France.  He 
says:  "After  taking  my  cadet  course 
at  Oxford  I  was  posted  to  my  present 
unit  and  took  part  In  sotne  heavy  fight- 
ing around  Arras  In  April  and  May,  and 
although  having  some  narrow  escapes 
got  through  without  a  scratch.  Early 
in  July  I  was  attached  with  an  infan- 
try party  for  special  work  with  the 
Engineers.  In  the  early  hours  of  July  12, 
I  was  leading  back  a  working  party,  and

banned,  a  deputation  repreaentative  of 
Minora'  Trades  Union,  appeared  before 
Hon.  William  Sloan.  Minister  of  Mines, 
and  Hon.  J.  W.  DeB.  Farrls,  Attorney- 
Oeneral,  yesterday  morning  and  pre- 
sented a  petition  signed  by  some  (.OOO 
miners  and  sympathisers. 

Joseph  Naylor,  representing  Local 
tt99,  of  Cumberland,  said  that  men 
required  to  labor  for  the  most  part  un- 
derground endured  strain  of  the  most 
arduous  nature,  and  It  bad  been  found 
that  the  solid  properties  of  beer  to  a 
large  extent  counterbalanced  loss  of 
energy  from  the  physical  Ux  endured. 
He  said  that  personally  he  was  anUgon- 
istic  to  the  sbuae  of  alcohol.  The  dele- 
gation appeared  for  the  pick  and  ahovel 
army,  whose  experience  had  led  them  to 
the  honeat  conviction  that  to  take  away 
their  stimulant  was  working  a  hard- 
ship. Citing  the  phyaieal  inferiority  of 
thi  Aaiatic  races^  to  whom  beer  and 
whisky  were ,  aa  atrangera.  Mr.  Naylor 
declaied  the  average  robuatneaa  of  the

to  reaeonable   use  of   beer  as  a  stimu- 
lant. 

The  anticljrated  effect  the  passage  of 
a  prohibition  measure  would  have  upon 
the  general  Industrial  conditions  of  the 
Province  were  referred  to.  Poaslble 
strife  at  a  time  when  the  economic  sit- 
uation was  at  a  critical  sta^e  should 
be  avoided,  hn  said,  since  Industrial  ac- 
tivity In  British  Columbia  at  the  present 
time  was  msde  effectual  only  by  the  in- 
flux of  workmen  from  adjoining  "dry" 
states. 

After  hearing  the  delegation  the  min- 
isters explained  that  as  far  as  the 
Oovernment  was  concerned  the  report 
of  the  Royal  Commission  had  been  re- 
ceived and  adopted.  The  will  of  the 
people  required  action  in  accordance 
with  a  promise  already  given.  The  per- 
sonal views  of  the  ministers  wan  a  mat- 
ter   that    did    not    enter    lnto_  the   case. 

The  petition  presented  by  the  delega- 
tion was  endorsed  by  the  Victoria 
Trades  ai\d  Labor  Council  at  Its  meet- 
ing held  In  the  Labor  Hall  Wednesday 
night.     It  was  as   follows: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  being  miners, 
mechanics,  laborera  and  workmen,  now 
residing  In  the  Province  of  British  Co- 
lumbis,  respectfully  request  the  Pre- 
*mier  and  the  executive  of  this  Prov- 
ince to  give  due  consideration  to  this 
appeal. 

"Our  work  Is  arduous  and  strenuous, 
Involving  a  great  physical  tax  on  the 
system:  and  w8  And  that  the  use  of  beer 
is  as  great  a  necessity  to  us  as  solid 
food.  This  opinion  Is  endorsed  by  the 
labor  organisations  of  Oreat  BrlUln. 

"Owing  to  the  recent  restrictions  In 
the  output  of  beer.  In  England  and  Scot- 
land, much  discontent  had  been  aroused 
among  the  workmen  of  those  countries, 
and  we  have  been  informed  that  the 
Imperial  Oovernment  has  promised  to 
amend  those  restrictions  In  order  that 
the  workmen  in  the  Old  Country  can  ob- 
tain a  sufficient  quantity  of  beer  at 
moderate  prices. 

"We  claim  that  to  enforce  the  Britlah 
Columbia  Prohibition  Act  In  Its  entirety 
in  this  Province  would  be  a  harsh  an<l 
unjust  step  to  us.  Under  the  Prohibi- 
tion Act  the  rich  man  can  enjoy  to  his 
heart's  content  any  form  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquor,  while  we  are  debarred  the 
use  of  beer,  for  the  Prohibition  Act 
would  make  the  price  of  same  .to  us  pro- 
hibitive. 

"To  deprive  the  wage  workers  of  this 
Province  of  beer  may  result  In  further 
IndustrisI  strife,  a  condition  which 
should  be  avoided  at  this  time.  In  fact, 
the  Industries  of  British  Columbia  Just 
now  are  made  more  passible  because 
workmen  from  "dry"  sUtes  are  flocking 
here. 

"With  the  workmen  of  Oraat  Britain, 
we  Insist  upon  having  beer  as  a  bever- 
age, especially  at  a  time  when  we  are 
asked  to  work  st  high  tension  to  turn 
out  war  supplies."

OPPOSITION  FAVORS 

-PROHIBITION   ACT 


But  Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  Still  Ob- 
jects to  Government  Tactics 
—  All  Precedents  Violated, 
He  Claims 


With  the  passing  by  the  Legislature 
yesterday  aftenuMn  of  the  resolution 
based  upon  the  flndlngs  of  the  commis- 
sion which  went  overseas  to  investigate 
the  Irregularities  In  the  taking  of  the 
soldiers'  vote  on  the  prohibition  refer- 
endum, requesting  the  Lleutenant-Uov- 
ernor  to  transmit  to  the  House  a  bill  de- 
claring the  recent  referendum  to  have 
been  carried  In  favor  of  prohibition  and 
bringing  the  former  prohibition  act  on 
which  the  referendum  was  held.  Into 
force  on  Oct.  1.  another  step  towards 
prohibition    was    taken. 

On  the  point  of  the  propriety  of  a  pro- 
hibitory measure,  in  the  face  of  the  re- 
port of  the  overseas  commlaalon,  there 
was  but  one  dissenting  voice,  that  of 
Mr.  II.  H.  Pooley  (Ksqulmalt)  who  voted 
against  the  resolution,  his  stand  being 
consistent  with  that  taken  by  him  when 
the  prohibition  bill  waa  Introduced  and 
passed  af  the  191«  session.  He  then 
urged  that  provision  for  compenastlon 
be  made,  and  he  based  his  refusal  to 
rota  for  the  raaolution  yeaterday  on  the 
same  ground. 

But  there  was  strenuous  protest  from 
Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser.  I^eader  of  the  Oppo- 
sition, against  the  methods  of  the  Gov- 
ernment In  bringing  into  effect  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Houae  In  approving  Nof  the 
commlssion'a  report.  Mr.  Bowser  de- 
alared  that  the  Oovemment,  by  the  ex- 
pedient of  having  the  Heuae  paaa  a  reso- 
lution requesting  action  by  the  Lleuten- 
ant-Oovernor  waa  Ignoring  all  constitu- 
tional practice,  was  deliberately  evading 
Its  responsibility  as  a  Oovemment,  and 
was  shifting  to  the  members  of  the 
House  the  responsibility  which  it,  as  the 
Oovernment,  was  bound  to  accept. 
■arly    IMffereaeea 

The  afternoon's  proceedings  developed 
evidences  of  strife  right  at  the  start, 
when  the  motion  by  Mr.  A.  Manson 
(Omineca)  to  auapend  the  rule  requiring 
two  days'  notice  of  the  Introduction  of 
any  resolution — so  far  as  it  might  af- 
fect any  bill,  resolution  or  address  based 
upon  the  report  of  the  overseas*  com- 
mission— was  presented.  It  was  thla 
rule  of  procedure  which  the  Opposition 
leader  invoked  on  Wednesday,  when  he 
refused  to  permit  the  Premier  to  then 
Introduce  the  resolution  it  was  proposed 
to  present,  requeshng  action  by  the 
Lleutenant-Oovernor.  The  rule  requires 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House  be- 
fore the  two-day  notice  can  be  waived. 
The  Opposition  leader's  objection  to  Its 
suspension  wss  based,  not  upon  any  ob- 
jection to  a  prohibitory  measure  being 
put  through,  but  becauae,  aa  he  claimed, 
the  Oovernment  had  in  mind  the  put- 
ting through  of  the  prohibitory  bill,  and 
by  an  adjournment  choking  off  the  Op- 
position from  securing  answers  to  a 
number  of  queries  put  on  the  order  pa- 
per, and  to  side-step  a  raaolution  ex- 
presslng  want  of  confldence  In  the  Gov- 
ernment, which  he  (Mr.  Bowser)  pro- 
posed   to  submit   to  the  House. 

Hence  when  Mr.  Manson's  resolution 
came  up  and  which,  if  passed,  would 
have  permitted  the  Introduction  of  (ha 
raaolution  preaented,  the  day  previous, 
by  the  Premier,  without  waiting  until 
tomorrow,  as  would  have  been  necessary 
under  the  two-day  rule  respeoting  no- 
tice, the  Leader  of  the  Opposition  took 
occasion  to  roundly  berate  the  methods 
of  Oovemment  procedure,  and  to  score 
the  Administration  for  what,  he  de- 
clared, were  lU  "log-rolling,  steam- 
rolling  and  gagging"  of  the  Opposition 
by   a   "brute   majority." 

Oaly    VrohtMtlea 

In  support  of  his  resolution  for  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rules  Mr.  Manson  pointed 
out  that  when  the  session  had  adjourned 
In  May  last  it  was  understood  that  the 
adjournment  was  had  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  permitting  a  commlaalon  to  go 
overaeas  and  Investigate  the  aoldlcra' 
vote.  That,  he  aald.  waa  the  Idea  of 
the  members  of  the  Houae,  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Province  and  of  the  Preas. 
He  quoted  an  editorial  statement  In  The 
Daily  Colonlat  to  prove  bla  contention. 
He  aaserted  hia  raaolution  suspending 
the  rules  would  not  curtail  debate  on 
the  prohibition  question,  to  which  alone 
it  referred:  all  It  would  do  was  to  ex- 
pedite the  business  for  which  the  House 
had  been  re-oalUd.  It  In  no  way  would 
curtail  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
members. 

The  resolution  a'ss  aeconded  by  Dr. 
Sutherland,    Revelatbke. 

Mr.  Bowser,  declaring  the  resolution 
of  Mr.  Manson  to  be  a  most  unusuali 
one,  railed  attention  to  the  fact  that  Its 
seconder,  the  Liberal  member  for 
Revelstoks.  was  apparently  ashamed  of 
it  for  he  bad  had  nothing  to  say  In  be- 
half of  It.  In  his  fourieen  yeers  ex- 
perience In  the  House  he  had  never 
seen  anything  like  It.  The  fact  tha« 
the  member  for  Omineca  cited  the  editor 
of  The  Colonist  In  support  of  his  step 
might  or  might  not  be  a  valid  reason 
for  the  action  proposed,  but  he  (Mr.^ 
Bowser)  had  not  yet  reached  the  point 
when  any  newspaper  should  tell  him 
what  he  should,  or  should  not.  do. 
Editors  bad  a  perfect  right  to  their  own 
opinions,  and  he  claimed  the  same 
right.  Was  it  suggested  thst  the  Op- 
position had  to  alt  In  Ua  aeats  and  tatda 
what  legielatien  the  Oovernment  aaw 
nt  to  Introduce  without  aaying  a  werdT 
That  waa  not  his  Idea  of  responsible 
govemoMBt. 

Commenting  upon  the  fact  that  the 
miee  of  the  Legislature  were  for  the 
guidance  of  the  House,  that  wheaerar 
they  had  been  altered  It  was  aat  to  re- 
strlec  the  rights  af  minorities  hat  rather 
to  enlarge  ttaei.  Mr.  Bowser  denied 
emphatically  the  socgestloa  made  by 
Premier  Brewster  ea  Wednesday  after- 
noon that  he.  when  la  the  GovaraaMat. 
ever  attempted  ta  rastrtet  the  prlrlleces 
of  the  OppoaMlaa.  He  had  been  eharged 
with  an  tha  political  ertanea  tn  tha  eal- 
eader.  bat  at  aa  time  daring  hia  leader- 
ahlp  of  the  House  had  be  ever  M- 
taaipted  anytblag  se  drastic  as  that 
Coatlaaad  aa  Paca  a,  . 


UBEJtALS  TO  ores 
WIN-THE-WAR  POLICY 


Local  Association  to  Consider 
Pre-Election  Moves  —  New 
Straight  Conscription  Con- 
vention Mooted 


.Victoria  Liberals  have  as  yet  not 
bten  brought  within  the  scope  of  the 
movement  of  700  Liberals  of  promin- 
ence from  Wlnnlnpeg  to  the  West  Coast 
to  call  another  convention  to  repudiate 
the  "machine  control"  of  the  Winnipeg 
conVbntlen  laat  week. 

The  Inaurgent  committee  at  Winnipeg, 
compoaed  of  Measrs.  R.  O.  Waugh. 
Isaac  Pitblado,  T.  B.  Robinson.  K.  D. 
MarUn.  T.  A.  Crerar,  K.  N.  Bell,  and  Dr. 
J.  N.  Hutchinson,  have  headed  a  peti- 
tion to  be  circulated  throughout  the 
West  asking  the  support  of  all  straight 
conscrlptionlst  Liberals.  They  advise 
Western  Liberals  who  "resent  the  con- 
duct of  the  Winnipeg  convention"  to 
hold  district  conventions  at  once  and 
secure  authority  for  delegates  to  a  con- 
vention of  the  West  authorised  to 
pledge  support  to  a  straight  wln-the-war 
policy,  with  compromise  candidates  in 
each  constituency  for  conscription  and 
no  connection  with  party  politics. 

The  Victoria  Liberal  Association  has 
not  yet  adopted  any  definite  policy.  At 
the  meeting  a  w(t.ek  before  the  Winnipeg 
convention  there  were  three  or  four 
resolutions  proposed  of  varying  degrees 
of  intensity  from  "abolish  Borden"  to 
the  conscription  of  everything.

POLICE  ASK  FAIR  WAGE 
MMENT  FROM  CHY 


Tell  Commissioners  New  Scale 
Unsatisfactory  —  Council 
Restores  Full  Pre-War  Rates 
in  Other  Departments 


Members  of  the  Victoria  Police  Force 
yesterday  made  foMnal  protest  to  the 
Board  of  Police  Commissioners  regard- 
ing the  manner  in  which  the  Board  and 
the  City  Council  two  weeks  ago  treated 
the  requests  of  the  police  for  salary  In- 
creases to  meet  increa'slng  living  costs. 
The  Board  will  bold  a*  special  meeting 
during  the  next  few  days  to  go  Into  the 
whole  question. 

Mr.  John  T.  I^iilton,  secretary  of  the 
Victoria  Police  Mutual  Benevolent  As- 
sooiation,  explained  that  st  a  special 
meeting  of  the  association  on  August  9, 
it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the 
new  scale  of  wages  passed  by  the 
councU  two  weeks  ago  was  unsatisfac- 
tory. 

"The  members  feci  that  they  have 
been  unjustly  dealt  with  In  their  ap- 
plication," sUted  Mr.  Boulton.  "in 
other  departments  under  the  clvle  au- 
thorities the  council  proved  most  gener- 
ous In  grsnting  them  not  only  the  pre- 
war scale  but  an  advance  over  and 
above  the  same. 

"There  are  many  reasons  for  our  sp- 
plicatlon.  and  we  wish  to  maintain  that 
code  of  respectability  which  is  not  only 
demanded  but  essential  to  the  etandlng 
of  the  department,  and  further  to  reUin 
the  confldence  and  respect  of  the  people. 

"Under  the  present  scale  there  is  no 
Incentive  to  attain  the  height  of  effi- 
ciency which  should  be  the  ambition  of 
every  member  of  the  department." 

The  police  asked  ^he  members  of  the 
Board  to  meet  them  some  afternoon  in 
the  recreation  room  in  the  police  station 
and  go  over  the  whole  question.  Thsy 
submitted  to  the  Board  a  complete  list 
of  sll  the  members  of  the  department, 
with  the  dates. when  they  joined,  the 
present  scale  of  pay.  the  new  seals  re- 
cently granted  by  the  council  and  the 
amount  each  man  is  entitled  to  under 
the  pre-war  scale.

DRAW  BIG  AUDIENCE 

Several  hundred  peraons  visited  the 
Pantagea  Theatre  yesterday  morning  to 
view  the  Dominion  Government  motion 
picture  recorda  covering  sburcea  of 
water  power  In  Canada.  The  exhibi- 
tion laated  for  an  hour  and  thlrty-Ave 
minutes  and  poaaeaaed  many  features 
of  Interest  to  the  layman  as  well'  as 
members  of  the  engineering  profeaalon. 
The  films  were  taken  at  the  direction 
of  the  Water  Power  Branch  of  the  De- 
partment of  Interior  at  Ottawa,  and 
Mr.  J.  D.  Challlea,  chief  engineer  for 
the  Oovernment.  They  Were  secured 
for  Victoria  by  Mr.  D.  O.  Lewis,  of  the 
Victoria  omces  of  the  Canadian  North- 
ern Pacific,  through  the  courteay  of 
Mr.  R.  O.  Swan,  chief  engineer  of  the 
Provincial  Hydrometrlc  Survey,  at  Van- 
couver. The  ahowing  will  be  repeated 
this  morning  at  the  Pantages,  eommenc- 
ing  at  It  o'clock.  There  Is  no  admls- 
•lon  charge  and  the  public  la  eapaotal- 
ly  invited. 

The  exhibition  Is  ditlded  Into  two 
parts.  The  great  development  of  water 
power  th«t  haa  already  takan  place 
about  the  Montreal  commercial  centre 
of  the  Rest  Is  centraatad,  whether  In- 
tentionally or  not,  with  vast  resources 
of  the  West  In  this  reslMot,  for  the  most 
part  totally  undevelened.  Added  to  the 
scenes  showlnR  waatlng  energy  mea- 
sured In  hundreds  of  tnnusanda  of 
horse-power  were  thoee  ehowtng  com- 
mercial uses  to  which  hydro-eleotrto 
^wer  Is  being  dally  put  as  a  cheap  and 
odnvenlent  means  of  developing  other 
natural  resourvea.  Views  of  the  cities 
of  Montreal,  Winnipeg.  Calgar>',  New 
Westminster  and  Vancouver  were  given 
and  the  etory  told  of  the  abundant 
water  power  reserve  with  which  the 
three  farmer  cities  were  possessed. 
From  the  standpoint  of  rasual  ebaenra- 
tton.  the  srenea  taken  In  the  Lake 
Louisa  district  of  the  Rooky  Moun- 
tains and  the  upper  Bow  River  watar- 
ahad,  ware  strikingly  intereatlng.

Two  names  were  placed  In  nomina- 
tion, W.  A.  McKensle,  reeve  of  Pentlc- 
ton,  behig  proposed  by  Dr.  R.  B.  White. 
and  seconded  by  Mr;  W.  A.  Wagcn- 
hauser,  both  of  the  same  town.  A.  N. 
Morrison,  of  the  firm  of  Armstrong  A 
Morrison,  contractors,  Vancouver,  and 
who  possesses  one  of  the  finest  fruit 
oroharda  In  tha  valley  at  Keremeos.  was 
placed  In  nomination  by  A.  S.  Black,  of

Neither  French  nor  Dutch  women 
have  yet  gained  political  sower  in  the 
aenae  that  they  are  voters.  The  Leg- 
islature of  Holland  has  under  consid- 
eration a  measure, thai  will  effect  such 
amendments  in  Its  constitution  as  will 
make  It  possible  for  women  to  vote. 
Before  this  becomes  law  it  must  be 
passed  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  each  chamber  and  raealve  the  signa- 
ture of  the  Queen.  It  is  said  that  the 
number  of  opponenta  of  the  meaaure  Is 
quite  small.  In  their  leisurely  way  the 
people  of  Holland  are  likely  to  Join  the 
other  countries  that  have  decided  it  to 
be  In  the  l>est  Interests  of  all  the  peo- 
ple that  women  should  have  a  voice  in 
making   the  laws. 

If  Russia  can  organise  a  democratic 
government  every  woman  In  all  her 
vast  territory  may  vote.  Russian  wo- 
men have  paid  the  price  of  their  free- 
dom. None  labor  harder  than  the  Rus- 
sian   peasant   women. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  educated  wo- 
men among  them  have  ahared  to  the 
full  the  aufferlngs  of  the  men  who 
have  striven  for  freedom  as  well  as 
theli'  labors.  From  the  grandmother  of 
the  Revolution  to  delicate  schoolgirls 
they  have  worked  for  the  day  when 
Russia  should  be  free.  They  have  been 
condemned  and  have  often  deserved  the 
condemnation  for  the  methoda  they 
have  adopted,  but  their  aincerlty  and 
their  seal  have  not  been  called  In  ques- 
tion. 

To  the  nurses  who  have  aocompanied 
the  Boldlera  Into  the  Jaws  of  death  in 
the  Japanese  war  and  during  the  last 
three  years  It  may  not  have  seemed 
such  a  miracle  as  to  the  rest  of  the 
world  that  reglmenta  of  fighting  wo- 
men should  be  formed  In  Russia.  That 
in  the  days  to  come  Russia  shall  be 
better  governed  because  women  '  who 
have  shown  themselves  capable  of  ev- 
ery sacrifice  join  In  her  government 
scarcely  admits  of  doubt.  <» 

In  the  Immediate  future  mature  wo- 
men will  become  part  ot  the  British  elec- 
torate and  nothing  is  more  certain 
than  that  the  difference  between  the 
age  limit  for  men  apd  women  voters 
win  be  done  away  with.  Perhaps  In 
no  country  In  the  world  is  there  as 
large  a  number  of  earnest,  thoughtful 
women  as  will  iSk  presently  added  to 
the  number  of  Bj-ltlsh  electors. 

Why  (Yench  women  have  not  long  ago 
entered  the  field  of  politics  Is  a  puz- 
allng  question.  Their  intelligence,  their 
participation  in  the  work  and  the  busi- 
ness of  the  country  would  seem  to  make 
the  withholding  of  the  ballot  peculiarly 
illogical.  One  Is  Inclined  to  think  the/ 
dkl  not  ask  for  the  vote  because  the*.* 
Infiuence  was  already  «o  strong  that 
the  need  of  power  was  not  felt. 

Since  the  war  began  the  whole  world 
Iiaa  leariicd  v§  the  T>atrlotlsm,  the  sslf- 
Hxc'-'lic*:  »nd  the  ?fllclency  of  the  *o- 
men  of  France.  It  is  characteristic  ot 
them  that  they  look  upon  the  political 
power  from  the  standpoint  of  service. 
They  feel  that  In  the  work  of  re;  »n- 
structlon  the  women  ot  the  country 
must  bear  their  share,  and  so  far  as 
the  possession  of  the  ballot  will  help 
them  It  Is  to  be  coveted. 

In  Our  own  and  many  provinces  of 
Canada  women  have  a  vol.*e  In  provin- 
cial affairs,  and  the  federal  franchise 
cannot  be  long  delayed.  The  men  of 
the  West  have  proved  that  they  desire 
the  help  of  women  In  choosing  the 
legislators  of  the  country,  and^  It  may 
be.  In  directly  making  the  laws.  Al- 
berta has  already  given  a  seat  to  a 
woman  in  her  legislature,  and  neither 
her  supporters  or  opponents  doabt  h^r 
ability. 

Yet  how  many  women  In  Canada  take 
the  trouble  to  Inform  themaelvee  on  the 
questions  of  tha  day.  momentous  as 
theee  arc.  It  would  be  Intaraatiag  to 
learn  what  proportion  of  the  mothers 
and  wives  of  Victoria  read  tha  editor- 
ials in  the  dally  and  weakly  papers. 
Those  who  do  not  cannot  expect  to 
form  an  Intelltgent  opinion  as  to  the 
soundness  ot  a  poller  or  tha  Atnaaa  ot 
a  candidate.  It  la  not  'necessary  that 
tha  editor's  vlewa  ahall  be  aoosptad. 
But  It  is  necessary  that  hla  edltarlala 
shall  b«  studied.  At  present  It  appears 
that  some  time  will  elapse  before  the 
majority  of  women  la  this  Provlnoo 
will  l>e  calleV  upon  to  vote.  That  time 
will  not  be  too  long  tar  self-education. 


Worklag   Abroad. 

Many  who  knew  her  here  will  be  In- 
terested to  learn  that  Mrs.  (Dr.)  Watt 
Is  doing  institute  work  in  Scotland. 
Before  a  meeting  called  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  BoarJ  of  Agriculture,  Mrs. 
Watt  advocated  the  establishment  of 
women's  Institutes,  and  related  the  his- 
tory of  the  movement  In  Canada.  The 
speaker  believed  that  when  the  war  Is 
over  these  women's  organisations  will 
make  use  of  the  training  and  the  ^klll 
In  work  on  the  land  that  has  been  gain- 
ed by  women  during  the  absence  ot 
men  at  the  front. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  In  Canada  the 
growth  of  Intelligence  among  women 
and  the  improvement  In  r'nai  condition! 
Is  largely  due  to  the  growth  of  wo- 
men's institutes  and  the  branches  of 
the  Grain  Orowers*  Associations.  Agri- 
cultural problems  are  much  the  same 
the  world  over,  and,  it  may  be,  that 
Scotland  can  learn  from  Canada  how  to 
solve  those  that  the  war  has  brought 
to  women  in  the  country.

The  people  of  the  United  States  are 
being  urged  to  send  books  to  the  sol- 
diers. Perhaps  In  Canada  we  have 
falle]}  In  this  respect.  Latterly  many 
may  have  felt  that  there  would  not  be 
room  In  the  ships  for  much  reading 
matter.  This  does  not  seem  to  be  the 
case,  for  a  statement  has  been  issued 
by  the  General  Chairman  of  the  War 
Service  Committee  of  the  American  Li- 
brary Association,  which  will  apply  In 
Canada  as  It  Is  founded  on  the  experi- 
ence of  men  at  the  front.  He  tells  ua 
to  send  good  magaslnes,  but  they  must 
be  fresh  and  of  late  dates.  Ot  books 
this  is  said: 

"Books  of  fiction  anf  drama  will  be 
wanted  most,  books  of  adventures,  sea- 
stories,  historical  novels  and  collectlona 
of  short  storfea,  especially  humorous 
oncsl  Such  authors  as  Kipling,  Doyle, 
McCutcheo-  O.  Henry,  Stockton,  Bind- 
l(MW,  Tarklngtofl,  Hopklnson  Smith,  Op- 
penhelm,  have  been  found  popular  au- 
thors with  men.  < 

"Foreign  language  study  books,  es-

"Books  for  the  uneducated  are  need- 
ed. Some  of  the  men  have  not  reading 
hablta.  All  grades  of  men  must  be 
helped  by  theae  libraries.  Some  books 
must  be  Included  which  ere  not  over 
their  heads.  Don't  he  too  fastidious, 
but  help  the  humblest  reader  by  sand- 
ing soma  titles  whtph  would  not  And  a 
place  In  your  library." 

Tha  It.  S.  poaUl  authorities,  llha 
these  In  England,  are  making  arrange- 
ments to  send  papers  and  magaslnea  to 
the  front  unwrapped  and  onaddresaed 
on  which  a  very  low  rate  of  poataga  Is 
paM.

'From  time  to  time  grate/iil  letters  are 
received  by  the  local  branch  of  the  Can- 
adian Red  Cross  Society  from  Canadian 
prisoners  of  war  in  German  prison 
pamps,  who  have  been  the  reciplente  of 
food  parcels  and  comforts  sent  by 
frienda  through  the  agency  ot  the  Red 
Cross. 

The  following  are  copies  of  several  ot 
these  appreciative  letters: 

"I  now  have  the  pleasure  of  sending 
to  you,  aa  an  escaped  prisoner  of  war 
from  Germany,  my  many  thanks  on 
behalf  of  myself  and  comrades  of  the 
Internment  camps  In  Germany,  of  which 
I  have  been  In  several,  for  the  assist- 
ance rendered  by  the  Canadian  Red 
,Cross  In  the  supply  of  both  food  and 
'clothing,  without  which  I  am  sure  we 
should  haxs  been  In  a  very  poor  plight." 

"I  must  state  while  a  prisoner  I  re- 
ceived your  parcels  most  regular  and 
In  good  condition,  the  conUnta  of  which 
enabled  u^  to  exist,  as  the  German  i^a- 
tions  were  so  poor,  and  afforded  no 
nourishment  whatever."

The  parcels  have  not  yet  come  to  band, 
as  I  have  recently  come  on  to  camp 
from '  hospital,  but  I  am  anxiously  ex- 
pecting them.  I  am  exeoadlngly  obliged 
to  you  and  tha  Red  Cross  for  your 
kindness.  A  parcel  from  Oed's  country 
win  look  pretty  good  hero." 


"I  take  great  pleasure  In  answering 
your  welcome  letter,  which  I  was  «o 
glad  to  get.  It  waa  such  a  nice  one.  l 
am  well,  and  hope  you  are  all  the  same. 
Wa  appr*«Ute  the  great  kindness  ahown 
to  us  at  this  time  from  the  Canadian 
Red  Croaa  for  the  great  work  they  are 
carrying  on.  I  have  been  out  of  hos- 
plUl  tor  eome  time  now,  and  am  much 
better.  Tha  weather  here  is  pretty  nice 
although  ,•  is  a  little  cold  in  the  morn- 
ings." 

"I -was  captured. June  2,  l>l«i  a  day 
I  win  never  forget.  There  waa  a  lot 
of  my  chums  that  fall  that  day  which 
I  shall  never  aee  again,  and  a  lot  T 
don't  know  anything  about,  but  hape 
they  are  aU  right,  and  that  I  may  meet 
them  some  day.  Well,  I  must  close 
now,  thanking  you  and  your  local  branch 
once  m«re.

It  cheers  me 
up  when  I  receive  a  tew  lines  from 
Caahda." 


"Canada  will  sure  look  good  to  ra* 
when  I  see  It  again,  and  there  will  ba 
an  awful  yell  from  the  boat  whan  wa 
coma  up  the  St.  Lawrence.

Besides  that  I  lost  a  goad 
many  of  my  friends  the  same  day  aau

RBVBLSTOKB.  Aug.  !«.— The  Liberal 
standard  In  the  forthcoming  Federal 
election  will  be  borne  by  W.  \.

War.  under  the  pollctbs 
outlined  by  the  Liberals,  would  be  pros- 
ecuted in  such  a  way  that  all  Canada 
would  be  proud.

Ing,  fishing,  finance,  should  have  been 
established  at  the  first  of  the  war,  an>l 
if  such  had  been  done  there  would  have 
been  no  need  of  elections.

^The  Berliner  Tageblatt  published  on 
'Sunday  the  first  of '  two '  articles  by 
Prince  Llchnowsky,  who,  until  the  out- 
break of  war,  waa  Qerman  Ambaasador 
In  London.  They  are  called  "Diplomacy 
and  -Democracy,"  and  the  Tageblatt 
promises  tltat  In  the  ■  second  article 
Prince  Llchnowsky  will  express  general 
opinions  entirely  In  agreement  with  its 
own.  The  first  article  Is  a  pretty  ol>- 
vtouB  attempt  to  bring  Prince  Liohnow- 
aky  back  Into  the  limelight,  where  he 
appears  aa  the  man  whose  advice  from 
London  waa  not  liatened  to  In  Berlia 

The  most  pointed  paasagea  come  at 
the  end.  and  run  as  follows.  . 

I  do  not  want  to  aasert  that  all  out* 
diplomatists  come  up  to  the  clsims  Just- 
ly made  upon  them.  They  certainly  do 
not.  But  assuredly  not  all  of  them  are  < 
Incapable,  as  Is  often  asserted,  and  on 
the  whole  they  are  certainly  not  worse 
than  the  dlplomatiata  of  other  countries. 
1  believe  that  the  most  *triking  mla- 
takaa  which  have  been  made  in  per- 
«onal  *ppointments  were  to  be  attri- 
buted more  to  bureaucratic  than  to 
Court  influencea. 

People  often  confu**  diplomacy,  in 
the  *en*e  of  iforeign  policy,  with  the 
foreign  per*yinel.  A  diplomatiet  is  only 
an  organ  and  a  representative:  he  can 
only  report  and  ,haad  on  his  observa- 
tion; he' can  advise  and  he  can  warn. 
If  he  la  not  listened  to,  and  if  his  opin- 
ion la  deaplsed,  he  is  powerless,  and  it  Is 
unJuiA  to  make  bim  responsible  for 
eventk  which  he  accurately  predicted 
and  foresaw.  But  even  if  he  is  mis- 
taken— and  that  is  said  to  have  hap- 
pened at  the  decisive  moment — the 
blame  doea  not  at^h  ao  much  to  him 
as  to  those  who  left  in  an  important 
post  a  personage  aboi\t  whose  Insuffl- 
cieney  there  had  long  been  no  (!oubt  in 
anybody's  mind.  .... 

Incapable  ambassadors  certainly  have 
their  advantages.  They  are  convenient 
They  report  only  In  the  sense  in  which 
reports  are  pleasant  to  read,  they  never 
have  an  opinion  of  their  own,  and,  above 
all.  people  see  in  them  no  danger.  Con- 
eequently  they  are  quite  peculiarly  ap- 
preciated, and  rightly  so! 

A  capable  and  qualified  representative 
can  be  extraordinarily  useful,  provided 
that  he  succeeds  in  gaining  the  confi- 
dence of  authoritative  circles  in  the 
country  to  which  he  is  accredited,  and 
In  winning  oympathies.  But  he  must 
have  the  support  of  hi*  Government  If 
his  efforts  are  counteracted  for  different 
motives,  his  activity  is  worthless,  and 
be  is  nothing  more  than  a  distinguished 
private  man  who  gives  dinners  for  the 
glory  of  the  Empire.

Moat  of  Prince  Liclmowaky's  first 
article  consists  ot  generalities  about 
dinners,  dances  and  salaries.  But  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  what 
Prince  Llchnowsky's  former  staff  In 
London  aay  whan  they  find  themselves 
described  aa  "excellent  offlcials,  all  of 
whom  came  from  bourgeois  families." 
Now,  the  namea  of  Prince  Llchnowsky's 
staff  in  1814  were  Ton  Kuhlmana,  von 
Schubert,  von  Iloesch,  Baron  ron  Gold- 
schmidt-Rothschild,  Baron  von  Friesen, 
Count  von  Bentinck,  und  Waldeck-Llm- 
burg,  and  Prince  Bentbeim-Tecklenburg- 
Rheda.  Prince  Llchnowsky's  description 
of  their  families  as  bourgeois  seems  to 
foe  explained  in  the  following  passages 
of  his  article: 

Among  us,  as  elsewhere,  sucessaful 
cltizena  feel  the  need  of  having  them- 
selvea  feudalised,  and  they  then  use 
forms  borrowed  from  the  time  when  one 
called  oneeelf  after  one's  property  or 
plaee  of  origin.  When  this  beatlQcation 
of  name  has  taken  place,  the  person  in 
queatiott  forms  a  f>art  of  "the  nobility," 
and  against  his  aocount  Is  set  the  dis- 
satisfaction which  Is  proyoked  by  Ilerr 
von  Maier,  whereas  a  Herr  Maler  would 
perhaps  have  been  Judged  more  Indul- 
gently. The  fact  that  a  considerable 
part  of  our  diplomatists  belong  to  the 
real  nobility  is  not  to  be  denied;  but  1 
aee  no  disadvantage  in  this,  unless  birth 
is  allowed  to  be  a  substitute  for  Intelli- 
gence, and  unless  the  selection  Js  made 
with  special  favoritism  for  aristocratic 
families  and  to .  the  dlaadvantage  of 
bourgeoia  candidates.

TOMORROW'S  CmCKET 


Professor  Kahl,  a  well-known  profea- 
sor  (»f  law  at  the  University  of  Berlin, 
delivered  a  delightful  lecture  last  week 
on  "The  Turning  Point  of  the  World 
War."    He  is  reported  a*"  saying: 

The  turning  point  of  the  war  has  ar- 
rived— that  is  to  say.  the  climax  is 
passed,  and  the  scales  are  Axed  in  our 
favor.  We  can  say  deliberately  that  the 
German  victory  la  waving  to  us.  Our 
enemies  are  many.  Our  latest  enemies 
have  been  forced  to  come  In  as  econo- 
mic satellites  of  our  main  enemies.  It 
is  only  the  old  enemies  that  seriously 
count  In  calculations  about  the  result 
and  end  of  the  campaign:  among  them 
Is  Wilson,  who  was  always  playing 
false.  Buch  a  nature  as  his  is  repulsive 
to  the  German  ^liaracter.  At  the  turn- 
ing point  of  the  world  war.  however,  the 
fact  that  we  are  at  war  with  America 
will  make  no  difference — not  even  If  the 
much-trumpeted  190,000  men  come  over 
the  fl*a.  With  just  conviction  and  hope 
we  can  cry  to  the  pe%ce  hyiwcrlte  on  the 
warpath,  "Too  late." 

The  Raaalan  steam-roller  has  stopped 
dead.  It  Is,  indeed,  alleged  that  there 
are  atlll  10,000,00*  *oldlcr*  and  100.000 
ofllcer*,  and  there  i*  no  lack  of  per- 
petual appeal*  for  c*rrylng  on  the  war 
to  the  uttermoat.  Partial  fighting,  more- 
over, continue*.  But  these  fights  are 
more  Ilk*  th*  convulsion*  of  a  body  sick 
to  death  thaa  the  expreealon*  of  reviv- 
ing vitality.  All  the  offenalves,  from 
the  Isonso  and  Tirol  mountain  to  Cham- 
pagne and  Flaadar*,  have  coUapaed.  On 
th*  *Qec**s  of  them  our  enemies  had  put 
all  their  carda  Their  echeme*  will  con- 
tinu*  to  eollap**.  Th*  queetlon  i*  not 
whether  we  ean  atarve  England  out; 
what  we  have  to  do  i*  to  conquor  th* 
arrogance  which  found  expreealon  In  the 
wicked  rejection  of  our  will  for  peace.

Today  it  is  quite  a  common  com- 
plaint, and  recently  a  well  known  doc- 
tor estimated  that  nearly  10  per  cant  of 
hia  women  patients  were  suffering  from 
illnesses  brought  on  by  excessive  smok- 
ing. Some  women  are  never  happy  un- 
less they  are  courting  "My  Lady  Nico- 
tine." They  are  prepared  to  take  all 
risks  In  order  to  satisfy  their  crav- 
ing. 

00  Oigarettes  a  Say 

An  acquaintance  of  the  writer's,  a 
young  girl  of  IT,  beasts  that  she  can 
"get  through"  a  box  of  80  cigarettes  a 
day.  When  naked  by  the  writer  how 
she  possibly  manages  to  consume  this 
enormous  amount  and  keep  her  health, 
she  replied:  "I  cannot  get  to  *l**p 
without  smoking  nin*  or  ten  cigarette*, 
and  it  is  simply  ripping  to  wak*  up 
early,  light  a  cigarette  and  read  la  bed 
until  breakfast!" 

Tobacconists  state  that  there  are  hun- 
dreds like  this  young  "flapper."  And 
these  girls  are  to  be  regarded  as  moth- 
ers of  the  future.  Never  was  there  auch 
a  time  when  babies  were  of  such  vital 
importance  as  today,  yet.  at  thia  critical 
period,  when  we  need  strong,  healthy 
children  to  fill  the  ranks,  depleted  by 
those  who  have  "gone  before."  there 
are  likely  to  come  Into  the  world  a 
race  of  weaklings  who  have  paid  the 
price  of  their  mothers'  devotion  to  to- 
tiaoco. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  British  girl 
who  has  her  country's  Interest  at  heart 
to  realize  that  excessive  smoking  might 
easily  imperii  the  Empire,  and  those 
who  (Ind  "the  dainty  cigarette"  sooth- 
iag  to  their  nerves  should  smoke  In 
moderation.  An  occasional  cigarette  is 
ail  right  but  360  cigarette*  a  week  i* 
bound  to  be  harmful.

liave  been  without  any  sound  basis. 

At  least  that  impression '  mtght  have 
been  taken  from  tbe  debate  which  en- 
sued in  tbe  Liectslature  taat  nigbt  wben 
a  t>lll  intituled  tbe .  "fltatuUs  of  1>16 
Validation  Act"  was  t>efore  the  House 
•nd  was  fiven  its  first  kn'd  beeoAd  t«iA- 
int.  It  will  be  PQt  throufb  its  commit* 
tee  stase  today.  '  It  provides .  that  all 
Jecislatlon  pasaed  at  tliat  session  is 
valid,  and  raUB«B  and  oondrms  all  pro- 
ceedlnss  of  that  Ijesislature. 

It  la  stated  that  tbe  only  reason  tbe 
Act  is  now'l>efore  the  House  is  that  the 
probifbltion  interests  desired  it  to-  re- 
move, as  far  as  tbe  present  Leclsiature 
can  do  so,  any  doubt  ■■  to  the  lesality 
of  the  Froliibltlon  Referendum  Act  .and. 
kindred  measures  passed  subsequently 
to  March.  14.  1>16.  Since  the  petition 
l>y  the  Province  to  the  Imperial  Parlla- 
AMOt  liwt  y4ar  was  not  dealt  with  by 
tbe  latter  authority,  on  the  advice  of 
the  Minister  of  Justice  of  Canada,  who 
bald  that  the  Prorlace  had  It  In  Its 
power  to  validate  its  own  acts,  this  ques- 
tion of  validation  baa  notjntruded  Itself 
vpbn  the  public  notioa  nntH  Iha.  present. 

If  the  present  bill  is  really  effective, 
and  there  seems  to  be  doubt  in  the 
liiind  of  the  Government's  law  ofBcer,  it 
will  presumably  put  an  end  to  the  ac- 
tion recently  brought  by  Mr.  Trevor 
Keene.  of  Dunoan,  who  based  his  elatei 
upon  the  alleged  iUecality  of  the  Acts 
passed  by  the  present  Liegislature  on  the 
Kround  that  that  body,  beeauae  of  the 
lUevallty  of  tha  Jesislatlon  pawMd  after 
>farch  U.  191«,  is  not  a  legally  consti- 
tuted body. 

In  shorl.  while  the  Oovemment,  by 
passing  th«  Act.  declares  that  if  it  is 
Illegally  sitting  it  will  thereby  legalise 
lu  own  eziaUnce,  it  is,  apparently,  atiU 
p.  large  question  Cor  tha-  lawyers. 


Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser,  In  the  debate  on 
tlie  second  reading  of  the  hill  laat  night, 
declared  ha  could  uMl  understand  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  Oovemment  aup- 
porters  when  they  heard  tbe  laat  of  the 
Brewster  writ  The  bill  mlsbt  be  fit- 
tingly termed  tbe  funeral  shroud  of  that 
famous  action.  With  the  Attorney- 
General  holding  the  optnion  that  there 
never  was  any  doubt  about  the  legality 
of  the  leglalatton  passed  subsequent  to 
March  14,  ItlS,  it  was  peculiarly  fitting 
that  that  minister  should  o|nciate  in  the 
position  oTundertaker  at -tha  ofosequiea. 

Hon.  Mr.  Farris,  who  introduced  the 
bill  and  moved  Its  second  reading,  re- 
ferred to  the  doubts  which  had  arisen 
on  the  legislation  of  the  1916  House  and 
the  subsequent  Issuance  by  Mr.  Brew- 
ster of  his  writ.  He  declared  the  then 
leader  of  tha  Oppoaltlon  appreciated 
jnore  fully  than  did  the  then  leader  of 
tbe  Oovemment  the  importance  of  hav- 
ing the  doubts  set  at  rest.  He  referred 
to  the  action  of  his  predecessor,  Mr.  M. 

A.  Macdonald,  In  sending  a  petition  to 
the  Imperial  Oovemment  asking  for  a 
ratifying  Act,  and  acored  Mr.  Bowaer 
for  his  rafusal  to  join  in  that  petition 
ts  leadeir  of  the  Oppoaltlon.  Instead, 
the  latter  liad  refused  to  come  In,  hold- 
ing that  he  could  not  apeak  for  the  Op- 
position, and  that,  personally,  he  had 
ftlwaya  taken  the  stand  that  there  was 
bo  doubt  of  the  validity  of  the  legisla- 
tion. Hon  Mr.  Farris  charged  Mr.  Bow- 
Mr  with  desiring  rather  to  plunge  the 
whole  question  into  Uilgntlon, 

"Speaking  aa  Attorpey-Oeneral  and  aa 
a  lawyer  it  Is  my  opinion  that  that 
Leglalature  did  not  expire  on  March  14, 
but  that  la  not  the  point.  The  doubt 
•xiated  and  the  present  leader  of  the 
Oppoaltlon  should  have  assisted  in  re- 
moving it."  said  Mr.  Farris,  who  dealt 
in  sarcastic  manner  with  the  attitude 
of  the  Minister  of  Justice,  upon  wboee 
advice  the  Imperial  authorities  had  re- 
fused to  deal  with  the  Province'a  pe- 
tition, and  who,  he  aUted.  had  held 
that  the  Parliament  of  BrltUh  Colum- 
bia, aa  in  the  other  Provinces,  had 
vested   In   it  all   the   powers   under   tha 

B.  N.  A.  Act  to  pasa  validating  legisla- 
tion where  a  doubt  existed.  When  It 
was  suggested  to  the  Minister  of  Jus- 
tice that  there  might  be  doubts  as  to 
the  validity  of  the  present  Legislatnra 
the  Minister  had  replied  reiterating  bla 
former  opinion  but  pointing  out  that 
that  phase  of  the  situation  had  n9t

Mr.  Bowaer  referred  to  tha  bistory 
of  tba  ease,  how  tbe  doubU  aa  to  the 
validity  of  legislation  passed  after 
Mareb  14  had  arlam  and  how,  when  the 
then  government  on  that  date  Intro- 
duced a  bill  to  extend  the  life  of  Par- 
lUment  whlcb  tbe  then  oppoaltlon 
claimed  expired  at  midnight,  the  oppoaU 
tlon  leader,  now  the  Premier,  had 
blocked  proceedings  so  that  the  act  ex- 
tending the  life  of  that  Parliament  was 
not  passed  until  sometime  early  on  the 
morning  of  the  ISth. 

"Tbe  present  Premier  then  bad  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  to  afaist  ua  and , 
thua  effectually  remove  any  doubts, 
but  ha  opposed  the  paaaage  of  the  act 
hoping  to  secure  some  political  advan- 
tage, I  have  always  held  the  consistent 
opinion  that  that  Legislature  waa  not 
Illegally  alttlng.

"I  have  always  claimed,  and  I  do 
now,  that  the  Brewster  writ  was  only 
a  political  move  and  this  present  bill 
is  of  the  same  tenor." 

Mr.  Bowser,  referring  to  the  Brew- 
ster writ,  quoted  statements  made  by 
the  Premier  at  the  time  the  writ  was 
.iaauad,  td  tbe  effect  that  he  (the  Pre- 
mier) wanted  an  early  decision  on  "this 
grave  constitutional  question,"  that  he 
(Mr.  Bowser)  waa  obatrnctlng  him  In 
.  that  desire.  Again  the  Premier  had 
said  "I  have  him  (Mr.  Bowser)  up 
agalnat  a  tribunal  he  cannot  influence." 
BtlU  again  the  Premier,  Mr.  Bowser 
quoted,  had  stated^e  was  not  actuated 
by  political  motives. 

"If  he  waa  mo  sincere.  If  he  believe^ 
his  action  proper,  why  did  he  not  pro- 
ceed with  It.  There  was  nothing  be- 
tween him  and  the  courts  so  f&r  as  I 
waa  concerned,  to  prevent  him  getting  a 
decision.  But  nothing  waa  done.  Later 
the  then  AttomeyfOeneral  thought  to  go 
to  (London  and  asked  me  as  leader  of 
the  Opposition  to  Join  in  with  him  to 
seoure  ratification  of  somethlnic  I  al- 
ways elalmed  waa  legal.  Was  I  to 
blow  hot  and  cold  at  their  requeat? 
They  thought' I  would  be  glad  to  do  it. 
Had  the  present  Premier  and  bla  con- 
frere, the  late  Attomey.'Oeneral,  not  at- 
tempted to'obatntct  ua  at  that  1914 
session  the  doubt  they  say  they  enter- 
tain would  never  have  arisen." 

Beferring  to.  Attamey-Oeneral  Farris 
aa  "tAla  younif  man  who  baa  auddenly 
come  into  public  life  and  desires  to  take 
me  to  XmA,"  tix.  Bowser  suggested  to 
tha  Attomey-Oeneral  that  the  letter's 
sneers  at  the  Minister  of  Justice  were 
hardly  approprUate  In  view  of  the  lat- 
ter's  long  service  on  the  bench.  If  the 
Leglslatura  had  raally  expired  March 
14,  1914,  nothing  could  have  cured  that 
defect,  particularly  aa  to  the  Illegality 
of  the  legislation  passed  subsequeiniy. 
except  an  appeal  to  the  electors  as 
they  were  the  only  tribunal  that  could 
get  the  Legislature  properly  started 
again.  The  preaent  Legislature  pos- 
sessed no  power  to  validate  the  acts  of 
the  1914  House.  One  of  those  acts 
"provided  for  the  overseaa  soldiers' 
vote  and. tha  present  House  Was  sitting 
on  that  vote.  If  the  Lagialature  after 
March  14  waa  illegal  then  the  present 
Housi  is  illegally  sitting,  all  ita  legis- 
lation la  illegal  and  how  could  it,  there- 
fore,  paaa  legialation  validating  the 
former  aotsT 

Mr.  Bowser  quoted  newspaper  state- 
menta  of  the  Premier  to  show  that  the 
latter  on  June  3  of  last  year,  after  the 
iaauanca  of  his  writ,  believed  that  the 
Leglslatura  elected  at  the  next  election 
would  not  possess  power  to  validate. 
"If  he  has  not  since  changed  his  opin- 
ion let  him  be  conelstent  with  his  atti- 
tude then.  But,  the  Minister's  present 
mttituda  is  only  on  a  par  with  his  re- 
cord in  tbe  Oovernmant,  inconsistent 
aa  poaslble.  "I  propose  to  be  coneict- 
ent,  to  take  tbe  aame  stand  now  I  have 
always  taken.  I  do  not  propose  to  as- 
sist this  Oovemment  to  wipe  out  the 
cursed   memory   of  the   Brewster  writ.' 

Mr.  H.  C.  Hall  dwelt  at  some  length 
fti  tha  point  of  the  doubt  of  the  re- 
turn date  of  the  wrlta,  a  point  on  which 
rested  the  question  of  the  exact  date  of 
the  termination  of  the  1914  aession  and 
the  validity  or  othcrwiae  of  the  act  in- 
troduced then  extending  the  life  of  that 
session.  He  averred  that  the  then  F^c 
mier,  now  leader  of  the  Opposition,  hart 
had  grave  doubts.  He  declared  those 
dcubts  were  |he  reaaon  why  he,  as 
solimtor  for  Mr.  Brewster  in  the  action 
against  the  then  Premier,  had  been  un- 
able to  personally  aerve  the  latter,  hui 
had  aerved  the  Deputy  Attomey-Oener- 
al, and  how  the' Conaervatlve  press  had 
"shouted  with  glee"  because  they  fan- 
cied aueh  aervlce  was  not  sufficient. 
glee   inspired   by  the  then   Premier. 

Mr.  Hall  asserted  an  effort  waa  made 
to  bring  that  action  to  trial,  but  when 
the  present  (3ovemment  waa  r«turned  to 
power  the  next  logical  atep  to  remove 
the  doubt  waa  to  refer  the  matter  to  the 
Imperial  authorities.  The  Mtnlater  of 
Juatlce  had  not  aald  that  there  were  no 
ddubts  aa  to  the  constitutionality  of  the 
legislation,  but  did  agree  that  th^people 
were  the  hlgbest  tribunal,  and  aa  the 
people  had  plaoad  the  preaent  Oovem- 
ment In  power,  the  Oovemment  could. 
Mr.  Hall  argued,  paaa  the  legislation 
Daeaaaary  to  remove  any  exlatlng 
d«nbta 


a  definite  statement  muat  be  made.  The 
only  method  to  get  a  decision  then  wa« 
through  jthe  courts,  but  with  the  adveni 
to  power  of  the  present  Oovemment,  an 
easier  and  quicker  way  was  available 
through  an  appeal  .to  the  Imperial  Oov- 
emment. There  were  ample  authorltiea 
for  tbe  statement  that  tbe  Minister  ot 
Justice  had  not  followed  the  proper 
course  and  la  hie  memorandum  t^  the 
Imperial  Government  he  did  not  deal 
with  the  point  on  which  doubt  as  to  the 
validity  of  subsequent  legislation  arose. 
Premier  Brewster  atated  that  the  Op- 
poeitlon  leader  had  overlooked  the  fact 
that  under  the  act  affecting  constitu- 
tional questions,  the  question  could 
have  been  referred  to  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peal then  in  aession  4tnd  that  would 
have  been  aufficient  to  have  aettled  that 
pbaae  of  tbe  writ.  The  imputation  by 
the  leader  of  the  Opposition  that  he 
(the  Premier)  had  promised  hurried  ac- 
tion If  he  was  returned  to  power  and 
that  such  action  waa  not  taken,  was  not 
correct.-  The  present  Uovernmert  had 
rot  come  into  power  until  November  24 
last,  and  the  api>eal  to  tbe  Imperial  Oov- 
eriiment  was  aent  on  December  9  fol- 
lowing, itince  then  the  Oovemment  ^had 
been  contlnuoualy  trying  to  carry  out 
Its  promises.  As  for  the  suggestion  by 
the  Opposition  leader  that  there  was  a 
way  open  to  remove  all  doubts  by  an 
election,  the  Premier  asked  what  would 
the  other  do  Were  the  positions  reversed 
end   Mr.   Bowser  In  the  Oovemment.

Sir. — The  members  of  the  Children's 
Aid  Society  are  at  a  loss  to  underatand 
why  their  work  should  be  made  the 
subject  of  such  sharp  criticism  by 
members  of  the  City  Council.  In  the 
Spring  of  this  year,  after  a  thorot|gh 
Investigation  by  a  specUl  committee 
appointed  by  the  City  Council  was  made 
into  the  management  of  the  Home  and 
the  cost  per  child,  not  a  aingle  change 
was  effected  In  the  management.  Some 
were  suggested,  but  It  was  found  Im- 
possible to  put  them  Into  operation. 
The  committee,  however,  made  no  pub- 
lic report  of  the  Inquiry.  It  is  scarce- 
ly necessary  to  add  that  it  would 'have 
been  more  satisfactory  to  all  concern- 
ed If  such  8  report  had  been  made  an 
public  as  were  the  criticisms.  On  Mon- 
day evening  last  these  same  aldermen 
again  severely  criticised  the  Society, 
and  one,  who  Is  also  a  member  of  the 
committee,  stated  publicly  that  the  So- 
ciety is  bungling  their  work.  tak:n* 
children  because  people  ;tre  tired  and 
want  a  good  time,  and  that  it  coj»ts 
the  Society  $14  a  month  for  children 
the  Day  Nursery  were  able  to  support 
for  98  a  month.  I  wish,  Mr.  Editor,  as 
secretary  of  the  Society,  to  say  most 
emphatically  that  these  charges  are  ab- 
solutely faiBe.  Eaeh  «.„g  admitted  to 
the  Home  Is  thoroughly  investigated 
by  the  committee  as  coming  under  the 
clauses  of  the  Infants  Act,  under 
which  the  Society  worka.  In  excep- 
tions to  this  rule  the  child  admitted  In 
paid  for  by  its  parents  and  tn  every 
case  there  are  good  reasons  why  8u>;h 
children  are  admlttoJ.  Th«>  report  i»f 
the  Day  Nursery  of  lfll«  ahow^  tbht 
the  cost  to  that  Society  per  child  was 
914  per  month,  while  that  of  the  CThM- 
dren's  Aid  Society  was  $14.39  per  child 
per  month.  •  In  the  latter  Scclety  this 
Includea  not  only  the  maintenance  of 
the  children  of  the  Society,  but  also 
Of  th*  Delinquent  Home  and  Juvenile 
Court.  In  Vancouver  and  m.my  other 
towna  these  two  undertakings— the 
Children's  Aid  Society  and  the  Delin- 
quent Home  snd  Juvenile  Court— are 
distlncuy  separate,  aaeh  with  Its  own 
b<nne  and  staff;  but  In  order  to  econo-

One  wonders  how  a  conscientious 
teacher  working  by  the  light  of  that 
manual  and  urged  on  by  commercial- 
minded  school  trustees  to  get  results 
which  will  look  well  in  tabulated  form, 
can  hope  to  make  Locke's  Ideal  tutor 
his  model.  It  would  be  Idle  to  contentl 
that  moral  Instruction  Is  the  duty  of 
the  parents.  Large  numbers  of  chil- 
dren would  receive  only  a  lop-sided 
education,  for,  to  put  the  matter  blunt- 
ly, there  are  in  every  large  city  manv 
fathers  and  mothers  to  whom  a  prudent 
shepherd  would  hesitate  to  entrust  the 
traininfc  of  a  young  dog. 

If  the  Vancouver  school  trustees 
would  think  less  of  dollars  and  cents, 
bricks  and  paint,  percentages  and  out- 
ward display,  little  harm  would  be 
done.  Sensible  people  are  probably 
less  impressed  by  ability  "to  get  high 
marks  in  an  examination  paper  than 
they  are  by  l^cke'n  "virtue,"  "wisdom" 
and    "good   breeding."

Far  East —  Vessel  Carries 
Heavy  Cargo 


It  ts  DOW  conceded  that  tbe  "big  year" 
on  tba  Fraaer  River  la  a  failure,  and 
tba  aockeye  pack  la  practically  over, 
with  a  pack  of  130,000  casea,  aa  com- 
pared with  the  total  pack  o^  719,000 
caaea  in  ISIS,  which  waa  the  year  of  tba 
'  laat  big  run.  The  cannarlaa  on  the  river 
are  atlll  open,  but  the  antlra  pack  could 
have  bean  taken  care  of  4t>y  Juat  ona  or 
two  of  them,  and  the  cannerymen  are 
now  prepartnc  to  brinv  the  attention. of 
the  arovernment  to  the  aerlouaaaaa  of 
tba  altuatlon  ahead. 

The  flaberiea  commlsalon,  headed  by 
Mr.  Hanford  Kvane,  baa  had  tba  matter 
brought  boToY*  th«lR  Hk  K  iVtteral  way, 
but  the  commleBion'a  powers  dealt  mora 
particularly  with  flahery  condltlona  la 
the  northern  district,  and  it  la  expected 
that  they  will  bo  aaked  to  turn  thalr 
attention  directly  to  the  queation  of  tba 
falling  aalmon  packa. 

The  aaaaen'a  pack  will  not  be  IS  par 
cent  of  the  run  of  four  yeara  ago,  and 
repreaanta  a  loaa  In  value  of  17,000,000.

Packera'  Asaoclation,  la  of  the  oplnloa 
that  moat  of  the  cannariea  ought  never 
to  have  been  opened,  and  Mr.  W.  D. 
Burdia,  aecratary  of  the  Brltlab  Colum- 
bia Camera'  Aaaoclatton,  agreea  with 
tbe  conte^ion  raiaed  in  aome  quartera 
that  the  river  ahould  be  closed  for  » 
period  to  rehabilttata  tba  aalmon  llah- 
ing  industry.

When  the  ateamablp  which  aailed  yea- 
terday  for  Yokohama  and  Hongkong 
came  alongside  the  Outer  Doeka  from 
Vancouver,  her  decka  ware  lined  wltb 
pasaengers,  «nd  theee.  wltb  tbe  large 
party  that  boarded  the  veaael  here,  took 
up  all  tba  available  apaoe.

VESSEL  DOCKS  HERE 
AFTER  MUCH  DELAY 


Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha  Liner 
Held  Up  by  Fog  Off  Cape  for 
Twenty-Four  Hours — Brings 
Rich  Cargo  From  Orient 


After  being  compelled  to  wait  outalde 
Cape  Flattery  for  twenty-four  hours, 
one  of  tbe  big  Nippon  Yueen  Kaiaha 
liners  waa  Anally  releaaad  from  the  grip^ 
of  a  heavy  fog  which  hung  over  the 
Coast  and.  after  seeurlng  pratique, 
came  on  to  bar  berth  at  tba  Outer 
Docin  yesterday  morning; 

The  passage  acroaa  the  Pacific  waa 
made  under  exceedingly  favorable 
weather  conditions  and  the  officers  and 
paaaeagera  al>oard  tbe  veaael  were 
naturally  much  diagruntlad  when  it  waa 
found  neeaaaary  to  drop  anchor  eS 
Swlftaura  Bank  whlia  awaiting  throngh 
weary  boara  for  the  lifting  of  the  fog. 

The  steamship  carried  a  total  of  313 
pasaengers  and  over  S.SOO  tons  of  gen- 
eral cargo  from  the  Orient,  there  being 
37  aaloon,  IS  aeoond  and  IBS  steeeraga 
passengers.  Mrs.  A.  H.  Pollard  aad  two' 
children  landed  at  Vlotorla  and  are 
Sound  for  Vancouver.  There  wore  alao 
7  Japaneae  and  SS  Chinese  ateeraga 
paaaangers  for  thia  port. 

Large  abipmenta  of  rice,  tea  and  allk 
were  Included  in  the  liner'a  cargo,  the 
allk  ablproent  being  valued  at  about 
13,600,000.  The  vessel  ranwined  in  port 
all  day  yeaterday  and  in  addition  to  dla- 
obarglng  6SS  tons  of  freight  here  she 
unloaded  over  400  large  baga  of  mail. 

The  liner  left  for  Seattle  and  Ta- 
ooma.  where  the  balance  of  the  cargo 
will  be  unloaded. 


BRITISH  MERCHANTMAN 
BATTLES  WITH  UMT 


Thrilling  Fight  Lasts  Over  Six 
Hours  and  After  Firing  250 
Shots,  Subnnarine  SHnks 
Away  in  Defeat 


A  WAR  CROP  OF 
GOOD  BUSINESS  WOMEN 

Mere  man  muat  look  to  bla  laurala  or 
he  win  Had  aome  ttiat  be  deemed  the 
most  securely  fixed  there  slipping  from 
his  urow. 

It  would  be  tbe  dullest  commonplace 
to  repeat  that  woman  has  riaen  mag- 
nificently te  the  opportualtlea  afforded 
her  by  the  war.  AH  aorta  of  writers  and 
oratora  have  twirled  this  theme  about 
until  they  have  frayed  It  at  the  edgaa. 

But  in  their  easy  generalisiaga  they 
have  overlooked  wholly  one  of  Its  moat 
iatarestlng  aspecta,  and  that  la  the  num- 
ber ef  women  who  in  aome  kind  or  an- 
other of  war  work  have  ahown  tl^em- 
aelvea  "business  bralaa"  of  the  top 
grade.  For  the  moat  part  theae  woman 
come  from  well-to-do  homes,  often  from 
the  class  to  which  "business"  and 
"trade"  are  aynonymous— and  objeotion- 
able — terms.  Apart  from  their  own 
household  affairs  (when  they  had  any) 
they  were  quite  without  experianca  la 
"managini:"  anything. 

Even  now  that  they  have  shown  them- 
aelvea  worthy,  the  description  they 
would  reaant  is  being  called  "good  busU 
ness  women."  All  tbe  same,  the  capa- 
city which  lay  dormant  within  them 
awakened  quickly  under  tbe  warming 
sun  of  opportunity,  and  they  are  dia- 
playlng  a  capacity  for  alfalra  that  la 
really  anaasing  when  one  considers  all 
ibiaga.  For  tbe  moat  part  theae  wo- 
men are  engaged  in  one  or  other  of  the 
many  benevolent  undertakings  which 
war  needs  have  been  called  Into  being. 
Only  people  who  are  Immedlat^y  con- 
cerned in  It  know  to  what  enermoua  dt- 
menslonn  charitable  work  haa  grown  in 
these  days:  bow  efllcleotly  it  is  organ- 
ised: how  cleverly  and  cheaply  manaied. 
The  oredit  for  tbia  reals  largely.  In 
many  cases  wholly,  wltb  the  woman  ad> 
miniatratora,  who  have  divlaed  by  in- 
atlnct  thlaga  whieh  it  took  men  yeara 
to  learn — and  which  aome  man  could 
never  learn  at  all.

Theae.  invaluable  workera  posaeaa  in- 
alght.  an  infinite  capacity  for  taking 
pains,  quite  a  geaiua  for  handling  detail, 
and  untiring  energy.  Interest  one  of 
the  fair  sax  In  her  Job  and  aha  will  giva 
It  aa  mudh  attention  aa  If  It  ware  a 
sickly  child.  Hera  la  an  example  of 
what  tha^oapable  woman  can  aehlava; 
many  others  might  be  cited.  In  ona 
populooa  centre  the  whole  of  tba  War 
Relief  Funds  distribution  haa  bean  en- 
tniated  to  a  couple  of  able  women.  Of 
their  own  Initiative  they  have  pieced 
together  an  organisation  whloh  kaapa  a 
conalderable  atafl  of  volunury  warkara 
busy,  admlniatera  several  fvada,  and 
deala  with  thouaanda  of  casaa  without 
overlapping.  Aak  either  of  tha  "haada" 
for  Information  about  any  off  tha 
"eaaee"  and  aba  will  produce  It  at  oaee 
from  carefully  Indaxad  ftlee.  every- 
thing la  co-ordinated  and  planned  Hi  a 
nuMterly  way.. aad  worki^a  "achemear 
for  dealtag  with  any  problem  are  aKpadl« 
tiaualy  davlaad. 

AhUlty  of  thIa  high  aallbre  la  a  aa* 
tlenal  aaaet  that  ought  not  to  be  waatad 
whaa  "war  work"  aaoda  It  aa  leagar 
Vnd  tha  aroman  will  aaa  that  it  la  not 
Already  many  who  have  "found  thom- 
aelvea"  In  thaaa  atrenuoua  daya  ara  dia- 
inoliaad  to  ga  baek  to  the  kamdrwni  af 
their  pre-war  life.

A  alx-hour  chaae  from  a  German  aub- 
marlaa  amid  a  rain  of  shall  and  abrap- 
nal  la  tha  thrilling  tale  of  the  offleera 
of  a  ahip  that  recently  arrived  in  port 
in  Montreal,  tbe  partlculara  of  which 
ara  given  In  Tha  Montreal  Star  of  Aug- 
ust 7. 

The  aubmarlne  unexpectedly  declared 
its  praaance  at  about  a  quarter  to 
twelve.  nooC  a  few  boura  after  the  ship 
bad  put  out  to  aea.  The  men,  horror- 
atriekea.  watched  tbe  torpedo  glide 
through  tha  wator  alengaide  the  boat. 
and  then  heaved  a  aigh  of  reltof  aa  It 
dlaappaared  harmleasly  through  the 
waves.  With  the  utmoat  preaenca  of 
mind  tha  eaptsUn  turned  tbe  ehip  with 
tbe  atem  toward  the  U-boat,  making  it 
almoat  Impoaaible  for  tbe  enemy  to  gat 
an  aoeurate  aim.  Tba  aybmarine  atoam- 
ed  up  within  a  aix-mile  range,  and  cot 
down  to  buaineaa  In  dead  earaeat.  pop- 
ping off  ahella.  lyddite  and  ahrapnal  aa 
if  bar  auppllea  were  Inexhaustible. 


BRtNGS  SHTP  GEAR 


The  British  ship  unfortunately  was 
the  poesessor  of  but  one  gun,  and  that 
not  of  tbe  largeat  or  of  the  newest  type. 
Bat  if  she  had  not  guna  aba  bad  gun- 
nera  whose  amasing  coolness  and  pluck 
were  up  to  the  standard  of  British  tra- 
dition. The  Oerman  shells  came  flytnj: 
thick  and  fast  from  a  dlatanoe  of  aOo  it 
six  milea,  but  the  British  were  unable 
to  reach  more  than  four  milea  in  reull- 
ation.  Every  time  the  U-boat  came 
within  their  range  In  order  to  'egUter  I 
special  shot,  the  Bri»ish  auanera  did 
swift  work  with  tbe  on^  guu  and  the 
ammunition  at   tb.ir  dtso.iMl. 

Y6t^  several  hours  enemy  Shot*  did 
not  get  within  300  yardn  of  tbe  mer- 
ehaat  ahip,  aa  tba  result  of  the  ami^ka 
enveloping  her,  which  hung  heavy  near 
the  water,  fy  tbe  day  waa  calm  and 
aultry.  The  toei^ watched  the  eboto  bit 
the  water  or  fiy  whiszlng  overhead,  and 
beeanta  rather  akeptlca'l  of  tbe  proweaa 
of  their  opponent.  * 

The  amoke  that  blurred  the  ou;.l5ia 
of  the  ahip  may  have  dlatresse^  tbe 
enemy,  but  tt  waa  also  of  great  n'n- 
drance  to  the  ahip'a  gunners,  who  wer? 
presently  wrapped  In  such  a  fog  'that 
it  waa  very  difficult  to  taka  aim.  T*ie 
shots  fell  by  dosene  on  every  side,  '.i'>- 
til  bits  of  shrapnel  littered  the  deck,  and 
tbe  crew  in  the  odd  aeoonda  when  tho/ 
were  not  working  for  dear  life,  aeram- 
blad  for  tbe  fragments  to  taka  bnmt  to 
their  wives  and  aweethearta — if  by 
chance  they  were  deatinad  to  escape. 

Juat,  and  no  more!  With  a  tarriflo 
banging  and  apUnterlng  a  4.3-lnch  shell 
hit  the  good  ship  broadside.  The  boat- 
swain In  bla  room,  with  a  cup  of  tea  to 
bla  Itpa,  paused  to  noto  tbe  paaaage  ef 
the  projeetile  eraabing  through  tba 
ablp'a  aide,  amaabing  Into  the  partltlona 
two  feet  away  passing  Into  the  cook's 
berth  beyond,  riddling  a  pair  of  trouaers 
lying  on  tbe  berth,  and  completing  Its 
Journey  by  coming  into  violent  contact 
with  some  water  pipea.  Tba  rooma  were 
wrecked,  but  fortunatoly  tbe  water  from 
tbe  pipea  quanetaed  the  fire  that  buret 
forth.  A  hu^e  hole  was  made  in  the 
deck,  twiating  and  breaking  the  rlnga  of 
the  Iron  railings. 

»alia«aa  Btnak 

Mattara  now  aaaumad  a  more  aarVoua 
aapaot.  It  waa  tbraa  o'clock.  Tba  aun 
waa  breaking  down  Intensely.  The  aub- 
marlne came  nearer  and  brought  its 
second  gun  into  action.  Tbe  Marieoal 
operator's  S.O.S.  calls  were  replied  to 
by  patrola  atlll  a  great  dIsUnce  away. 
Tha  fight  continued.  A  piece  of  shrap- 
nel struck  the  man  at  tbe  wheel,  but 
fortunately  Injured  htm  only  slightly. 
The  chief  engineer  stood  In  the  door- 
way leading  to  the  engine  room  watch- 
ing the  progress  of  the  battle. 

A  great  splinter  of  ahrapnel  hit  the 
doorway  Joat  above  hia  head,  scraping 
off  the  paint  for  about  a  foot  Tha 
chief  engineer  haa  posed  In  that  door- 
way many  timea  since  to  relate  the  ulo 
of  his  close  encounter  with  the  un- 
speakable Hun. 

Only  one  caaualty  is  reported,  that 
of  the  youngeat  member  of  the  crew, 
a  lad  of  fifteen,  from  Liverpool,  who 
had  been  taken  en  aa  a  deckhand.  He 
waa  wounded  in  the  arm  by  a  piece  of 
shrapnel,  but  has  now  recovered  sufficl- 
enily  to  be  exceedlnly  proud  of  his  glor- 
ious wounds.

But 
many  a  good  woman  Is  forced  to  relin- 
quish the  care  of  her  own  children  to 
othera  becauae  aha  cannot  eupport  them 
at  home.  Tbe  granting  of  moMiera' 
penalona  ia  a  practical  method  of  con- 
serving life  that  ahould  appeal  te  our 
legislators.

Aehoroft  lHalag  Blvlsloa 

The  official  report  for  1818  of  the 
mining  recorder  for  Ashcroft  mining 
division,  Inoltided  in  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Minister  of  Minea,  isaued  laat 
month,  was  as   under: 

Lode  Mining — There  has  been  qui  to 
a  little  activity  shown  in  development 
vork  on  the  varioua  propertiea  In  the 
Highland  Valley.  Eight  car-loada  ot 
ore  have  been  chipped,  of  which  four 
carloads  came  from  the  Snowatorm 
group,  making  a  return  from  37  to  31 
per  cent  copper;  the  other  four  carloada 
were  mined  from  the  O.  K.  group  and 
contained   8   to  18   per  cent   copper. 

THe  O.  K.  group,  owned  by  Ward  A 
McAbee,  has  been  bonded  to  the  High- 
land Valley  Mining  A  Development  Com- 
pany, of  Spokane,  which  haa  erected  a 
cmtrator  on  the  O.  K.  claim:  the  plant 
Is  now  In  operation  and  Is  treating  dally 
from  80  to  80  tons  of  ore.  This  com- 
pany expects  to  ship  from  two  to  three 
carloads  of  concentrates  weekly  aftei 
the  first  of  the  year. 

I  might  also  mention  the  Tamarac 
areup,  owned  by  Ward  A  Sanson,  has 
been  bonded  te  the  aame  company  with 
the  intention  of  sending  ore  to  the  con- 
centrator. 

The  Olosale  group,  owned  by  Burr, 
Woods  A  Campbell,  has  done  a  consider- 
able amount  of  development  work,  which 
has  provsd  highly  satiafactory.  Taken 
altogether,  the  praspects  for  the  dis- 
trict from  a  mining  standpoint  look 
more  promising  than  they  have  done  for 
nMiny  years. 

Placer-Mlning — During  the  pttst  yest 
there  has  been  considerable  activity  in 
plaeer-mtning  on  Crlss  creek.  The 
Thompson  River  Placer  Gold  Mining 
Company,  Limited,  has  acquired  aome 
thirteen  leases  on  ths  creek  and  has 
epent  a  very  considerable  amount  in 
prospecting  and  development  work,  but 
I  havs  not  reeelved  any  report  aa  to  tha 
results   of   tha    work. 

Another  syndicate  has  also  taken  up 
aome  leaaea  at  the  mouth  of  the  creek, 
and  has  alao  acquired  the  Wlillamn 
ranch  in  connection  with  the  operations. 
The  result  of  the  prospecting  done  so 
far  has  proved  ee  satisfactory  that  it  la 
Intended  to  do  a  large  amount  of  de- 
velopment work  during  the  coming  eea* 
era.

Next 
the  quantity  of  low-grade  ore  repicked 
fram  the  dumpa  as  alleged.  reHchln^i 
Trail  la  so  very  small  aa  to  be  quite  un- 
important Then,  as  to  the  "8,000  ton^ 
of  high  and  low-grade  ere  passing 
through  the  Rossland  smelter  dally.' 
the  simple  fact  is  that  there  is  not  a 
smelter  la  exletence  at  Bobsland,  nor 
any  other  reduction  warks  save  a  small 
concentrating  plant  not  operative  dur- 
ing recent  montha,  and  which  whoa 
running  treated  only  3,883  tons  In  a 
whole  fiscal  year.  Further,  the  total 
production  of  ore  from  Koaslaad  mines, 
shipped  to  smelting  worke  during  three 
months  ended  July  31,  last,  was  less 
than  8,000  tons  for  that  whole  period. 
Then,  as  to  the  statement  that  "an 
average  of  l.tOO  tons  is  treated  at  Trail, 
my  fisures  published  In  The  Daily  Col- 
onist of  the  16th  instant,  taken  from 
btatsments  received  direct  from  the 
Consolidated  M.  A  8.  Company's  offices 
at  Trail,  showed  that  when,  during 
three  months  prior  to  the  soke  short- 
age of  later  months,  smelting  opera- 
tions were  normal,  the  average  dally 
tonnage  of  ore  receipts  was  1,360  tons, 
and  since  ttten  it  haa  been:  For  April. 
130  tons  a  day:  May,  614  tone;  June, 
671  tons*  July,  «••  tons.  For  the  first 
week  of  August,  with  the  coke  supply 
renewed,  the  average  was  1,108  tons  a 
dsy.  Finally,  the  statement  that  at 
Rossland,  "business  .for  a  number  o< 
years  has  been  at  a  somewhat  lew  ebb," 
is  tbc  opposite  of  fact,  for  until  diffi- 
culties arose  relative  to  increased  pav 
demanded  by  the  miners  in  the  latter 
part  of  last  year,  Rossland  had  foi 
several  years  been  one  of  the  most 
prosperous  mining  camps  in  British  Co- 
lumbia. The  weekly  average  of  ore 
shipments  from  Roaaland  mines  to 
Trail  during  nine  months  of  1818,  ended 
September  30.  wAs  8,410  tons,  which  was 
better  than  900  tona  a  day  for  every 
day  of  three-quartera  of  that  year. 

Altogether,  then,  my  good  friend  will 
see  that  I  may  not  emulate  the  example 
suggeeted,  for  it  would  be  difficult  to 
crowd  more  mlssuteihents  into  as  many 
lines  as  was  done  in  the  excerpt  sup- 
plied to  me  as  above.  Beaide,  if  refer- 
ence be  made  to  The  Daily  Colonist  ot 
August  8,  It  will  be  seen  that  on  that 
data  I  directed  attention  to  the  facta 
that  the  va^ue  of  the  production  ot 
Rossland  mines  for  all  years  to  the  end 
or  1918  had  been  more  than  $70,000,000, 
and  that  for  the  last  five  years  It  ha-1 
averaged  $3,532,386  a  year,  which  facta 
are  much  more  impreaaive  and  uaeful 
than  many  "fairy  talea,"  no  matter  to 
whom   their  narration  ahall  be  imputed 
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Eastern  Shippers  Are  Co-oper- 
ating to  Securt  Maximunri 
Loads— Grain  and  Hay  Es-

It  is  a  carload  of  vood  or  sec- 
ond quality  hay  that  the  dealer  wants, 
and  not  a  number  of  bales  of  good 
stuff  mixed  In  with  some  of  poorer 
quality. 

At  the  grain  inspector's  oBloe  one 
can  hear  the  practice  of  mixing  differ- 
ent qualitiee  of  grain  condemned 
more  severely  than  any  other  nuis- 
ance that  the  Inspectors  encounter, 
and  they  (the  Inspectore).  having  the 
interest  of  the  trade  at  bearX  are  al- 
ways willing  to  point  out  how  such 
practice  reverts  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  shipper  or  through  him  to  the 
farmer.

Tha  publla  muat.  It  would  aaam,  ba 
pr*P«rad  to  so  on  aatlng  war  bread 
made  from  flour  eontaUilnff  aubatantUI 
admlxturaa  of  varloua  earaala,  but  aa 
miUara  and  bakara  experience  an  Iro- 
proYomant  In  the  quality  of  the  bread 
may  be  hoped  for.  Economy  In  the  uaa 
tft  wheat  remalna  of  the  utmoat  Im- 
portance, and  the  aheet  anchor  of  na- 
tional aafety  In  the  matter  of  bread 
■uppllea  la  tha  power  of  the  Food  Con- 
troller to  compel  tha  admixture  of 
other  ceraala  with  tha  whaat  which  la 
available.  In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Aj>- 
deraon  tha  only  way  In  which  an  abun- 
dant aupply  of  bread  can  ba  aaaured  la 
by  Importing  other  grain  In  addition  to 
whaat. 

It  baa  been  auggeated  that  tha  mix- 
ture of  flour  ahould  ba  atandardUed 
and  that  the  uaa  of  aubatltutaa  In  ad- 
mixture  ahould  ba  redneod  or  prohibit- 
ed. The  reply  of  the  MInlatry  of  Food 
to  the  orlticiama  and  the  auggaattona  la 
aa   followa: 

lHaonlttaa  of  aoilar  aad  Balwr 

The  crltlolam  that  the  war  bread  la 
unpalatable  la  obvioualjr  a  matter  of 
peraonat  taate,  though  the  qualify  oT 
the  bread  largely  dependa  on  the  akill 
of  the  baker  and  the  miller.  In  rlaw 
of  the  great  diffleultlea  praaaotad  to  the 
bakera  at  tha  time  when  labor  la  aearoe, 
the  Food  Controller  haa  been  plaaaant< 
ly  aurprlaed  at  the  good  average  qual- 
ity malnUlned.  There  la,  of  oourae,  a 
great  variety  throughout  the  country, 
and  the  general  quality  la  below  that  In 
previoua  uaa.  Thla  la  an  objection  In- 
aaparable  from  the  Inoreaaed  economy 
ftttalned.  and  tha  publio  muat  ba  adu- 
sated  to  look  upon  bread  aa  the  ataff 
of  life,  not  aa  a  dainty  food  with  which 
Chair  appetite  la  to  be  tickled. 

A  committee  of  aclentlflc  experta  have 
Inatltuted  a  aeriea  of  experimenta  on 
:he  digeatlbllity  of  the.  war  bread  and 
the  advantage  of  milling  to  varloua 
itandarda.  Theae  experimenta  are  not 
Ket  complete,  but  the  general  queatlon 
»f  digeatlbllity  bad  not  been  overtook- 
ad,  end  the  particular  queatlon  of  the 
poaaibility  of  baking  in  a  aatiafactory 
manner  a  mixture  of  flour  compoaed  of 
maise  and  wheat  had  been  made  the 
■ubjeet  of  apaelal  inquiry  before  the 
admixture  of  large  quantUiea  of  matsa 
waa  aanctloned.  It  la  admitted  that 
certain  mlUera  have  not  yeit  auceeeded 
In  properly  adapting  their  organlaatlon 
ftnd  machinery  to  the  exlatlng  ordera, 
with  the  reault  that  badly  made  flour 
baa  bean  uaad  In  certain  diatrlcta.  On 
the  other  hand,  moat  of  the  milla  have 
overcome  their  diffleultlea  In  a  moat 
■atiafaotory  way.  and  have  produced 
good  and  wholeaome  flour  from  tha 
mixed  rraina,  and  the  ifeneral  atandard 
of  milling  will  no  doubt  Improve  In 
the  future. 

The  auggaatlon  that  the  mixture  of 
flour  ahould  ba  atandardlsad  throtigh* 
out  tha  oeuntry  la  attractive  but  Im- 
practicable. The  wheata  now  being  Im- 
ported vary  widely  in  milling  quality, 
and  railway  diatrlbutlon  la  one  of  the 
main  diffleultlea  of  aupply,  and  thare< 
fore  it  la  impoaalble  to  obtain  regular 
diatrlb«tion  throughout  the  country  of 
the  gralna  uaed  for  admixture.  It  la 
neceaaary  that  each  centre  ahould  oon- 
aume  the  grain  moat  eenvenlent  to  It. 
The  lack  of  a  nupply  of  any  aubatl- 
tuted  cereal  obtainable  throughout  the 
United  Kingdom  would  pravant  the  pro- 
viaion  of  the  name  grain  for  admixture 
to  all  the  milla.  Another  difflculty  In 
that  the  principal  aupply  obtal|il>V 
from  abroad  and  near  at  hand  for  dilu- 
tion of  wheat  la  malae.  and  eompar- 
'atlvely  few  Bngliah  flour  milla  were 
Utted  with  machinery  adaptable  for 
dealing  with  malae,  but  the  poaltlon  In 
thie  reepect  la  being  Improved. 


The  nuggfntton  that  the  uae  of  aub- 
■tituten  ahould  be  reduced  or  prohibited 
Ignorea  two  agreed  and  eaaentlal  pointa 
on  which  the,  policy  of  the  Food  Con* 
troUer  la  baaed.  The  flrat  la  that  an 
unreatrleted  aupply  of  brea4  muat  ba 
maintained  at  all  ooata.  Tha  aacend  la 
that  with  an  Inereaaing  dearth  of  ahlpa 
tha  available  aupply  of  whaat  for  feed- 
Irtg  9urope  la  reduced  to  the  aupply 
naaraat  at  hand,  and  la,  therefore,  defl- 
nltely  limited  In  volume.  Theae  two 
conflicting  pointa  can  be  reconciled  only 
hy  great  economy  In  the  uae  of  wheat 
or  by  the  uae  of  admix turea  or  both. 
To  tha  auggaatlon  that  cereal  food 
might  be  taken  In  aome  form  other 
than  bread  It  la  pointed  out  that  In  ac- 
tual practice  bread  ia  the  prime  food- 
atuff  of  tha  working  man.  and  by  tha 
oonaumptlon  of  bread  the  maaa  of  our 
people  produce  their  daily  output  of 
work.  The  poorer  the  family  the  yreat- 
ar  tha  oonaumptlon  of  bread,  beeauae 
no  other  food  la  equally  cheap,  and  no 
other  food  cauaea  ao  little  trouble  to 
the  houaekeeper  and  tha  conaumer.  To 
educate  the  laboring  claaa  In  thla 
oountry  to  a  eomplately  new  fornl  of 
rood  would  ba  mufih  mere  difflcult  fltan 
to  aoouatem  tham  to  a  leaa  palatable 
food  In  tha  haMtval  form. 


It  ia  an  undoubted  faet  that  tha 
"ropa"  diaeaao  haa  made  Ita  appearance 
In  bread  aporadically  throughout  tha 
country.  Tba  Food  Controller  haa  been 
advtaad  that  "ropaT*  la  eauaad  by  a 
germ  (bacillua  maeaenterloun)  which  ia 
generally  praaant  In  any  dirt  or  duat. 
and  la  uaually  found  on  the  outer  hnak 
of  whaat.  The  garm  la  almoat  alwaya 
IMraaant  in  flour,  but  mining  to  a  high- 
er percentage  of  extraetlan  and  the  uaa 
of  wheat  of  lower  grade*  nurh  aa  are 
now  eoming  to  thla  country  will  tend 
to  taareaaa  tha  riak.  The  bacillua  la 
normally  quite  harmleaa,  b«t  whait  tha 
eondltlona  are  favorable  It  eauaaa  for- 
mentation,  and  tha  broad  becomea 
"ropey.**  |«  the  aarlier  atagaa  of  the 
dtaaaaa  tha'  broad  la  un wholeaome  and 
In  tho  laAar  aaaatsMe.  Thoro  dooa  not 
aoam  to  be  any  evidence  that  admix- 
ttn^a  Inereaaa  tha  rtak  of  "mpo."  but 
tlM  oondltlonn  leading  to  farmantatlon 
ara  waVmth  and  uraaalva  molature^  a«d 
tha  wide  diatrlbntlon  of  tha  trouble  r*> 
oantly  la  probably  partly  Ooa  to  the  e«- 
coptlonal  wastlior. 

It  haa  baan  found  In  prattle*  Impoo- 
nfbla  fbr  bakara  to  malatafm  aa  aaaot 


Mr.  Andaraon,  aupplamanting  tbia 
Mtatemant.  aald  that  It  waa  In  regard 
J  the  aupply  of  bread  that  our  poaltlon 
jvaa  tha  worat;  but  It  would  be  tralt- 
oroua  to  Inereaaa  the  eonaumptlon  of 
wheat  to  meet  a  complaint  that  bread 
wan  net  quite  ao  nice  aa  It  had  been. 
What  everybody  ought  to  have  In  their 
minda  waa  that  tha  aarlouaneaa  of  the 
Poaltlon  could  not  be  exaggerated.  He 
had  haver  aeen  any  bread  which  could 
be  regarded  aa  a  deflnlte  hardahlp  on 
the  conaumer.  With  regard  to  "rope." 
he  aald  that  Profeaaor  Hardy,  of  the 
Royal  Society,  waa  at  preaent  carrying 
out  experimenta  concerning  the  dInetUM. 
Science  could  tell  them  deflnitely 
that  thar  waa  nothing  In  the  con- 
tention that  It  waa  due  to  the 
admixture  of  m*lae.  Admixture  did 
not  eontrlbate  to  thla  particular  dla- 
eaae.  The  aupply  of  wheat  waa  defin- 
itely limited  and  the  grain  we  could 
Import  freely  waa  malae.  There  would 
not  be  much  of  It  In  the  next  few 
montha.  but  when  the  pinch  came  next 
year  It  waa  hoped  that  there  would  be 
an  abundant  aupply  of  maixe  from 
America.  By  that  time  it  waa  expected 
that  the  diffleultlea  of  grinding  maize 
*o  that  It  would  boeomo  a  taomogeneoua 
part  of  a  mixed  flour  would  have  been 
overcome.  The  diffleultlea.  Indeed,  muat 
be  overcome. 

He  eould  not  agree  with  the  auggaa- 
tlon that  a  better  bread  could  ba  per- 
mitted by  reducing  the  amount  to  be 
eaten.  There  waa  no  evidence  that  the 
new  bread  waa  leaa  valuable  than  tha 
old  In  building  up  energy. 

In  anawer  to  queationa,  Mr.  w^nderaon 
aald  that  he  aaw  no  objection  to  the 
uae  of  wholemeal  bread  If  the  meal 
contained  9S  per  cent  of  the  grain.  A 
certain  percentage  of  potato  In  bread 
waa  an  improvement,  and  If  there  waa 
a  plethora  of  potatoea  thla  year  they 
might  be  uaed  aa  an  admixture  In  flour.

DESCENT  OF  MAN 


On  the  queatlon  of  the  "deacent  of 
man."  about  which  anthropologUta,  ge- 
ologlata  and  other  aclentlata  have  dis- 
puted ao  Intereatlngly  through  the  laat 
three  generationa,  there  ia  a  return  to- 
ward the  generally  accepted  earlier 
view  and  the  Biblical  deduction  by  Dr. 
Arthur  Keith,  of  Dublin,  an  eminent 
authority.  He  holda  that  the  living 
Auatrallan  aborigine  la  of  an  older 
type  than  any  of  the  foaall  remalna  of 
modern  man;  that  it  la  not  Impoaalble 
that  theae  living  men  are  direct  repre- 
aentatlvea  of  the  type  from  which  even 
the  foaall  typea  aprang.  and  which  haa 
peraiated.  though  the  latter  have  dla- 
appeared  from  the  face  of  the  earth, 
and  that  they  may  alno  represent  the 
stock  from  which  the  living  racen,  Af- 
rican, Mongolian  and  European,  have 
developed. 

Ha  bases  hia  argument,  Intereatlngly 
outlined  In  the  current  New  Tork  Medi- 
cal Journal,  on  the  brain  capacity  re- 
spectively of  the  abulia  of  the  Nean- 
derthal. Heidelberir.  Java  and  Pitt- 
down  man.  the  dlacovery  of  the  re- 
malna of  tbo  latter  of  which  in  Eng- 
land In  191S,  ahook  prior  theories  se- 
verely, though  it  is  believed  to  be  the 
oldest  apeclman  yet  uncovered  and  Ita 
bonea  were  tha  moat  almian  of  all.  But 
the  brain  capacity  la  ahown  by  the 
akull  to  be  equal  to  thoaa  of  the  mod- 
em man.  That  waa  true  alao  of  the 
Neanderthal  akull.  which,  by  Its  prom- 
inent aupraorblai  ridges,  ita  length  and 
flattening  from  above  downward,  seem- 
ed to  link  man  closely,  if  loosely,  to 
the  higher  apes,  and  also  of  the  Heidel- 
berg skull,  much  resembling  and  It  In 
bellevnd  to  have  belonged  to  a  creature 
of  quite  high  mental  development. 

Tho  VHheeaathxopvg 

In  prehlatorlc  remalna  found  by  Dr. 
Duboia.  In  Java,  the  bonea  of  Plthe- 
oonthropua.  aa  he  haa  been  called,  were 
of  decidedly  earlier  geological  date,  the 
brain  waa  small  and  the  cranial  traltn 
ware  otherwiae  more  apelike  than  thoae 
of  any  other  known  remalna.  All  the 
atruetural  characters  of  Pithecanthro- 
pus, so  far  as  we  know  them,  are  ex- 
actly of  the  kind  we  expect  to  find  in 
the  early  anceatral  type  of  man. 

Aa  a  raault  of  thoae  diacovarles  the 
chain  Unking  modern  man  directly  with 
an  early  type  almilar  to  the  gorilla  or 
ohlmpaaaaa  aeemed  to  be  growing 
atroag.  until  the  PIttdown  akull  ap- 
peared, with  A  large  skull  capacity  alao, 
and  from  the  geological  atrata  In  which 
it  waa  found  being  the  oldeat  of  all 
and  to  have  been  vastly  diatant  in  time 
from  Ita  foaall  predeceasors.  the  two 
flrat  of  which  were  figured  300,000 
years  apart.  It  waa  difflcult  to  base 
an  argument  of  gradual  growth  from 
apedom  on  such  facta.  And  Dr.  Keith 
atrlkaa  a  more  amashin*  blow  at  the 
theory  when  he  points  out  that  even 
the  Java  skull  had  room  for  about  1,800 
cubic  centimetres  of  contents;  the  skull 
of  the  aboriginal  Australian  haa  a  ca- 
pacity aa  low  aa  910  cubic  centimetrea. 

HIa  oeneluaion  that  man  can  be 
traced  baek  aomethlng  like  1,000,000 
yaara  doaa  not  contradict  the  Biblical 
account  when  we  aubstitute  "ages  for 
days"  In  the  latUr  and  then  And  that 
geology  and  embryology  are  both  alike 
corroborative. 

But  aa  to  the  iaaue  he  really  ralaea, 
whether  man  la  a  developed  ape  or  the 
ape  a  regenerated  man,  where  can  there 
be  proof  for  declalonT  Will  not  embry- 
ology.
